History  of  the  Spectacle  Trade 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Optical  Society,  held  at  the 
Imperial  College  of  Science  and  Technology,  London,  on. 
November  27,  Dr.  M.  von  Rohr.  Jena,  delivered  the 
1923  Thomas  Young  Oration.  The  date  was  the  123rd 
anniversary  of  the  delivery  by  Thomas  Young  of  his 
famous  Bakerian  Lecture  "  On  the  Mechanism  of  the 
Eye."  Dr.  von  Rohr's  subject  was  "  Contributions  to 
the  History  of  the  Spectacle  Trade  from  the  Earliest 
Times  to  Thomas  Young's  Appearance."  which  he  divided 
chronologically  into  six  parts.  The  first  period,  begin- 
ning in  the  thirteenth  century,  extended  to  about  1448. 
Comparatively  few  spectacles  were  then  in  use,  and  our 
knowledge  of  their  production,  distribution,  and  price  is 
very  limited.  Such  particulars  connected  with  the  growth 
of  the  South  German  spectacle  factories  from  about  1450 
up  to  1620  are  much  better  known.  At  about  the  same 
time  Venice  must  have  been  another  important  centre 
of  spectacle  manufacture,  but,  unfortunately,  our  know- 
ledge of  the  glasses  produced  there  is  deficient.  Notable 
developments  took  place  in  Spain  from  about  1560  up 
to  1710;  "distance"  spectacles  fastened  to  the  head 
were  worn  everywhere.  At  .  this  time  also  Spanish 
spectacles,  which  were  held  in  position  by  threads  over 
the  ears,  were  introduced  to  China  and  Japan  by  Spanish 
Jesuits.  Later,  at  the  time  of  the  decline  of  the  South 
German  spectacle  factories  between  1620  and  1780,  was 
the  development  of  the  cheapest  nose  spectacles,  chiefly 
at  Niirnberg,  between  about  1640  and  1740.  The  last 
part  of  the  lecture  described  the  growth  of  the  spectacle- 
grinding  optician,  and  related  principally  to  the  London 
opticians  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

Institute  of  Chemists-Opticians 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Institute  of  Chemists-Opticians, 
held  at  Oakley  House,  Bloomsiiury  Street,  London,  on 
November  29,  Mr.  S.  W.  Harrison  in  the  chair,  thirteen 
new  members  were  elected.  ■  The  secretary  said  so  many 
applications  for  particulars  of  membership  and  examina- 
tions had  been  received  from  all  parts  that  it  was 
impossible  to  deal  with  them  all  for  a  week  or  more,  and 
asked  the  indulgence  of  those  chemists  who  have  not  yet 
had  their  reply.  He  also  pointed  out  that  all  qualified 
chemists  were  entitled  to  become  members  at  the  present 
time,  bv  forwarding  lQjs..  the  1924  subscription,  provided 
they  had  practised  optics  as  a  proprietor,  manager  or 
assistant,  or  held  a  sight-testing  certificate  from  any  body 
of  opticians.  Application  for  entry  forms  should  be 
made  to  the  secretary.  Mr.  J.  J.  Laws,  45  Fulham  Road, 
South  Kensington,  S.W.3.  The  secretary  was  appointed 
to  deal  with  various  matters  in  connection  with  the 
National  Health  Insurance  extra  medical  benefits 
(optical).  Mr.  W.  T.  Stoyle,  Mr.  A.  C.  Roskrow,  Mr. 
G.  B.  Brook,  and  Mr.  Dan  Davies  were  appointed  as  a 
committee  to  consider  and  frame  the  new  syllabus  for 
examinations  to  come  into  force  in  1924,  and  Mr.  D. 
Davies  and  the  secretary  were  appointed  to  go  into  the  . 
alteration  of  rules  for  the  annual  general  meeting,  to  be 
held  on  January  10,  1924.  The  next  general  meeting  will 
be  held  at  the  Institute  on  January  3,  1924,  when  all 
chemists  are  invited  who  have  added  or  propose  to  add 
optics  to  their  business.

— At 
West  London  Police  Court,  recently,  Davidson  Donald, 
Great  Church  Lane,  W.,  described  as  a  canvasser,  waa 
fined  40s.,  with  10s.  costs,  for  representing  himself  as 
practising  dentistry,  he  not  being  registered  by  the  Dental 
Board. 

German  "  N. P. L."  clinical  thermometers. — Writing 
to  the  "  Daily  Telegraph  "  of  December  5,  W.  H.  Bailey 
&  Son,  Ltd.,  45  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  point  out  that 
they  have  recently  had  offered  them  German-made 
^-minute  clinical  thermometers,  bearing  the  6tamp  of  the 
National  Physical  Laboratory,  Teddington  ("  N.P.L."). 
The  thermometers  have  every  appearance  of  being  English 
made  and  have  no  mark  of  country  of  origin  upon  themj 
the  price  asked  was  a  third  of  the  cost  of  a  similar  English- 
made  article.  Messrs.  Bailey  explain  that  many  German 
clinical  thermometers  are  made  of  soda  glass,  and  after 
being  in  use  for  a  short  time  the  mercury  eats  into  the 
bore  and  causes  inaccurate  registration.

It  is  also  proposed  to  erect 
in  the  memorial  area  a  modest  rest-house  dedicated  to  his 
memory.

French  News 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 

Grant  to  Mme.  Curie. — In  connection  with  the  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  radium,  the  Minister 
of  Public  Instruction  has  submitted  to  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  a  proposal  to  grant  to  Madame  Curie  an  annuity 
of  40,000  francs. 

Legion  of  Honour. — The  list  of  promotions  in  the 
Legion  of  Honour  just  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Hygiene 
includes  the  names  of  four  pharmacists  :  M.  Leme- 
land,  Paris;  M.  Fandre,  Nancy;  M.  Rieder,  Kayserberg 
(Chevaliers) ;  and  M.  Bailly.  Doctor  in  Pharmacy,  Paris 
(officer). 

A  heroin  charge. — M.  Gabriel  Clostre  (who  has  kept 
open  shop  for  about  twenty  years  in  Paris)  and  his 
assistant,  Emile  Lafontan,  have  been  arrested  on  a  charge 
of  infringing  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  Acting  on  infor- 
mation received,  a  detective  wrote  him  asking  for  heroin  ; 
an  appointment  was  made,  and  he,  so  it  is  stated, 
received  fifty-  grams  of  the  drug.  A  domiciliary  visit 
followed,  and  about  a  kilo  of  heroin  was  found  in  the 
pharmacy.    It  is  alleged  that  an  illicit  traffic  had  been 


carried  on  for  some  time,  of  which  the  pharmacist's  wife 
and  family  seem  to  have  been  quite  unaware.  The 
examining  magistrate  has  ordered  that  M.  Clostre  is  to 
be  examined  by  a  mental  specialist. 

The  "Intellectual  Co-operation  Committee"  of  the 
League  of  Nations  is  to  meet  at  Paris  shortly  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Professor  Bergson,  assisted  by  Madame 
Curie  and  the  Dutch  savant,  Heer  Lorentz.  Subcom- 
mittees met  last  week  for  preliminary  work.  Madame 
Curie  has  proposed  to  the  Bibliographic  Subcommittee  a 
scheme  to  ensure  that  savants  may  obtain  promptly 
detailed  information  as  to  results  recorded  by  their 
foreign  colleagues,  so  as  to  avoid  overlapping  and  con- 
sequent loss  of  time,  and  to  facilitate  division  of  labour. 

Dispensing  errors. — The  Mutual  Assurance  Society 
against  Dispensing  Errors  held  its  annual  meeting  at 
the  new  "  Maison 
d  e  s  Pharma- 
ciens,"  13  Rue 
Ballu,  Paris.  The 
report,  read  by 
M.  Crinon,  foun- 
der and  secretary 
of  the  society, 
gave  a  list  of  the 
errors  dealt  with 
during  last  year. 
These  included 
the  delivery  of 
carbolic  acid  in- 
stead of  methyl 
salicylate,  techni- 
cal instead  of 
pure  barium  sul- 
phate, mix  vomica 
instead  of  areca 
nut,  tincture  of 
mix  vomica  in- 
stead of  tincture 
of  colchicum,  etc. 
In  one  case  a 
1  :  100  solution 
was  delivered  in- 
stead  of  a 
1  :  1,000  solution  ; 
in  this  instance 
the  doctor  had 
used  figures  in- 
stead of  writing 
case  ampoules  of 
packed  in  cotton 
for    their  use.

the  amounts  in  words.  In  one 
amyl  nitrate  had  been  delivered 
wool.  but  without  instructions 
When  the  point  of  the  ampoule 
was  broken  off  by  the  customer  the  ampoule  exploded, 
and  the  broken  glass  destroyed  the  sight  of  an  eye. 
All  these  claims  were  settled  by  compensation  on  an 
amicable  basis,  except  one,  which  was  carried  into  court. 
But  even  in  this  instance  the  society  accepted  the  arbi- 
trator's award  and  the  case  was  not  carried  further. 

Montpellier  in  olden  times. — Your  reviewer  does  not 
state  on  what  authority  the  authors  of  "  C'hrpnologia 
Medica  "  (C .  &  D.,  November  17,  p.  693)  fix  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Montpellier  School  of  Medicine  at  a.d.  738. 
The  University  itself  dates  from  the  Papal  bull  of  1289. 
During  some  months'  residence  there  I  had  time  to  read 
up  the  history  of  some  of  the  institutions.  I  did  not 
come  across  the  name  of  Gordon,  -but  I  noted  that  Pierre 
d'Eygueblanche,  Bishop  of  Hereford,  was  advised  to  go 
to  Montpellier  in  1257  for  medical  treatment,  and- that 
Pierre  de  Montpellier  became  apothecary  to  our  Edward 
III  in  1360--presumably  immediately  after  the  Treaty 
of  Bretigny.  A  William  Grisaunt.  of  Merton  College, 
Oxford,  was  at  Montpellier  rather  earlier  in  the  same 
century.  He  was  suspected  of  necromancy  in  England, 
so,  although  no  longer  in  his  youth,  he  sat  on  the  French 
students'  benches  and  passed  the  regular  sixteen  examina- 
tions. John  Higgins,  of  Limerick,  took  his  M.D.  degree 
at  Montpellier  in  1700,  and  subsequently  became  head 
physician  to  Philip  V  of  Spain;  while  Gerald  Fitzgerald 
of  the  same  Irish  city,  qualified  in  1719  and  became 
Professor  in  1726.    He  died  in  1748. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

.  Rumanian  taxation.  —  Rumanian  pharmacists  are 
protesting  vigorously  against  the  new  turnover  tax, 
whereby  they  are  compelled  to  pay  4  to  6  per  cent,  on 
the  total  turnover,  which  represents  a  levy  of  16  to 
40  per  cent,  of  the  net  profit  realised  in  the  business. 

Lectures  on  history  of  pharmacy.— The  Austrian 
Minister  of  Education  has  appointed  Master  of  Pharmacy 
L.  Winkler,  owner  of  a  pharmacy  in  Innsbruck,  honorary 
lecturer  of  history  of  pharmacy  in  the  university  of  that 
town,  and  It  is  expected  that  similar  appointments  will 
shortly  be  made  for  the  universities  of  Vienna  and  Graz. 
.  Sulphur  production. — During  the  past  years  the  pro- 
duction of  sulphur  in  Italy  has  declined  considerably, 
dropping  from  385.000  tons  in  1913  to  274,000  tons  in 
1921,  and  further  to  172,000  tons  in  1923.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  outpu",  of  sulphur  in  the  United  States  con- 
tinues to  maintain  its  high  level,  and  in  1923  amounted 
to  1,860,000  tons,  of  which  496,000  tons  were  exported. 

German  patent  fees. — From  December  1  the.  fees  for 
patents  and  trade-marks  have  been  placed  on  a  gold 
basis ;  that  is  to  say,  the  charges  are  now  payable  in 
terms  of  gold  marks,  or  their  equivalent.  The  .new  fees 
are  as  follows: — Patent  application,.  6m.;  patent  fee 
for  first  year,  8m.  ;  for  the  eighteenth  year,  1,500m.  ; 
application  for  a  trade-mark  and  registration  fee,  6m.  ; 
class  fee,  2m.  ;  renewal  fee,  25m. 

Specialities  in  Russia. — The  Health  Department  of 
the  Soviet  Republic  has  issued  supplementary  regula- 
tions dealing  with  the  importation  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities  into  Russia  (C.  &  D.,  July  14, -page  54).  The' 
prescribed  application  for  permission  to  import  and 
market  a  compounded  medicine  must  contain  the  f  ollow- 
I  irig  particulars: — Method  of  preparation  and  exact  corri- 
!  position  ;  directions  for  use,  descriptions  of  the  package, 
|  labels  and  inscriptions;  retail  sale  price ;  and  gross 
I  weight  of  each  package.  The  application  must  be  accom- 
panied by  four  packets  of  the  preparation,  a  certificate 
of  the  chemical  analysis  of  the  preparation  issued  by  a 
Government  institute,  and  copies  of  alb  printed  matter 
referring  to  the  product.  All  these  documents  have  to 
be  submitted  in  duplicate,  on  single  sheets,  and,  together 
with  the  application,  a  remittance  for  $4,  to  cover  the 
cost  of  examination  and  expenses.  The  result  of  this 
investigation  will  be  communicated  to  the  applicant,  as 
well  as  published  in  the  official  reports  issued  in  Moscow 
by  the  People's  Commissariat  for  Health.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  this  department  of  the  Soviet  Govern- 
ment maintains  its  own  representative  in  Berlin,  who  is 
authorised  to  receive  applications  for  the  admission  of 
Specialities  into  Russia. 
-  Liquorice  adulteration. — Reference  has  been  made  in 
these  columns  to  the  adulteration  of  liquorice  with  an 
extract  prepared  from  the  root  of  Atractyli-s  aummi'fera, 
8  plant  commonly  known  in  Sicily  as  "  masticogna  " 
{C.  i;  P.,  II,  1922,  p.  926,  and  September  29,  1923, 
p.  439).  In  a  communication  which  appears  in  the 
5  Pharmaceutisch  Weekblad  "  (No.  43,  1923),  Mr.  A.  H. 
Bennett,  writing  from  Messina,  states  that  during  the 
war  it  was  difficult  to  obtain  sufficient  quantities  of 
liquorice  root  to  meet  the  demand  for  liquorice,  and  the 
price  gradually  advanced  to  over  six  times  its  pre-war  cost. 
This  state  of  affairs  gave  rise  to  all  kinds  of  adultera- 
tions, some  of  which  have  been  persisted  in  after  the 
war,  although  on  a  smaller  scale.  Dr.  H.  Geiger,  who 
investigated  this  matter  on  behalf  of  a  Swiss  firm, 
reported  that  it  was  rumoured  that  during  the  war  a 
Sicilian  firm  took  up  the  manufacture  of  a  new 
adulterant,  and  offered  this  product  to  the  manufacturers 
of  liquorice.  Referring  to  the  use  of  "  masticogna," 
which  Mr.  Bennett  believes  to  be  the  product  in  question, 
Dr.  P.  Casparis,  privat-dozent  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Institute  of  the  University  of  Basle,  and  editor  of  the 
"-Sehweizerische  Apotheker-Zeitung  "  (Swiss  Pharma- 
cists' Journal),  is  now  in  possession  of  adequate  amounts 
of  this  adulterant  to  undertake  an  investigation  of  its 
characters,  particularly  with  the  object  of  elaborating 
distinctive  tests  for  its  recognition.

The  letters  relating  to  the 

case    were    read    and  a 

certified    extract    of  the 

proceedings  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  the  case 
De  Ville  v.  Musset  &  Co., 

from  which  this  com- 
plaint arose,  was  put  in.  The  complainant  was 
called,  and  after  being  examined  and  cross-examined, 
the  President  intimated  that  the  Board  would 
proceed  to  consider  its  finding,  which  would  be 
communicated  to  Messrs.  Ban'  and  Tothill  in  due 
course..  The  matter  was  then  considered  in  camct-i, 
With  the  result  that  it  was  resolved  that  the  charges  had 
been  proven,  and  that  Messrs.  Barr  and  Tothill  were 
therefore  guilty  of  improper  and  unprofessional  conduct, 
but  the  Board  refrained  from  administering  a  reprimand, 
as  the  evidence,  which  was  accepted,  proved  that  they 
had  acted  under  the  bona  fide  but  mistaken  impression 
that  the  service  of  a  subpoena  upon  them  necessitated 
their  imparting  forthwith  the  information  desired  of" 
them.  Further  returns  from  the  Receivers  of 
Revenue,  Kimberley,  East  London,  Grahamstowh,_ 
Port  Elizabeth,  King  William's  Town  and  Simons-' 
town  concerning  Apothecary  Licences  were  read.  In 
connection  with  the  general  question,  it  was  resolved, 
to  reprint  and  circulate  the  resolution  of  February  13, 
1919,  concerning  "  covering."  A  letter  was  read- 
from  Mr.  F.  W.  Turpin  complaining  of  a  chemist's 
business  conducted  by  one  Gertzen,  of  Middelburg,  Cape 
Province,  with  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  in 
charge.  It  was  resolved  that  the  "  covering  "  circular 
should  be  addressed  to  the  chemist  in  question,  named' 
T.  G.  Birkett,  who  had  previously  been  warned  of  his 
conduct  in  covering  the  S.A.  Toilet  Requisite  Co.  in 
Cape  Town.  Further  action  to  be  considered  if  the 
present  warning  is  ignored. — A  telegram  from  the  Natal 
Pharmacy  Board  relative  to  protesting  against  the"  pro- 
posed stamp  tax  on  certain  medicines,  and  an  advance 
reply  thereto,  ^were  read  and  recorded.  A  letter  from 
the  magistrate,  Beaufort  West,  stating  that  A.  W. 
Winterton  was  trading  as  a  chemist,  was  read.  The 
magistrate  also  stated,  in  reply  to  a  further  inquiry, 
that  one  G.  A.  C.  -Broom  is  managing  the  business  lately 
owned  by  Mr.  G.  R.  Thwaites  and  now  by  Beiles 
Brothers,  Ltd.  It  was  resolved  to  send  Broom  a  copy 
of  the  "  covering  "  circular.  A  letter  from  the 
Secretary  for  Public  Health,  in  regard  to  the  acceptance 
by  the  Board  of  the  new  Bill  as  drafted,  and  the 
advance  reply  thereto,  that  the  Bill  is  accepted  with 
the  reservation  that  the  Board  still  adheres  to  the  recom- 
mendations made  from  time  to  time,  were  read  and 
recorded. — Applications  for  registration  by  Messrs.  A. 
Rabinowitz  and  L.  W.  Cooper  were  read  and 
approved.  Mr."  Darroll  gave  notice  to  move  at 
the  next  general  meeting  that  Rule  13  fee  amended 
to  read  after  the  words  "  at  10.0  a.m."  "  public  holidays 
included,  when  the  Thursday  next  following  shall  be 
the  date  of  meeting." 
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Legal  Reports 

A  Disputed  Account.— In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of 
London  Court,  on  November  30,  Mr.  R.  H.  Douglass, 
solicitor,  5  Copthall  Avenue,  sued  Mr.  F.  L.  Smith, 
engineer,  47  Castleton  Road,  Upper  Walthamstow,  for 
the  sum  of  £30  8s.  9d.,  balance  for  professional  services 
rendered  in  a  High  Court  action.  The  plaintiff  appeared 
in  person,  and  Mr.  Hanworth  for  the  defendant.  The 
bill  came  to  £280,  of  which  the  defendant  had  paid  £250 
on  account.  Plaintiff  said  the  defendant  came  to  him  in 
June  of  last  year  and  said  he  had  been  suspended  from 
his  post  under  the  Bethnal  Green  Board  of  Guardians. 
He  brought  with  him  Mr.  Strong,  the  dispenser  to^the 
Board,  who  had  also  been  suspended,  and  both  antici- 
pated an  action  for  slander  by  the  master  of  the  work- 
house. The  action  was  brought,  and  an  agreement  was 
made  by  which  defendant  was  to  pay  the  costs  of  both 
himself  and  Strong  throughout  the  whole  matter.  The 
defendants  in  the  slander  action  succeeded,  but  no' costs 
could  be  obtained  from  the  master  of  the  workhouse, 
who  went  bankrupt.  Since  then  defendant  had  repudiated 
the  agreement,  and  then  he  (plaintiff)  made  out  his  bill 
of  costs  showing  the  present  balance.  Mr.  Strong  paid 
him  £5  for  his  services  outside  the  action.  He  had  not 
made  out  any  account  to  Mr.  Strong,  nor  would  he  do 
so.  Mr.  Strong,  called  for  the  plaintiff,  corroborated  the 
statement  that  the  defendant  had  made  an  agreement  to 
pay  the  whole  of  the  costs  of  the  action.  The  defendant 
denied  making  the  agreement  alleged,  and  said  he  was 
not  in  a  financial  position  to  pay  his  own  costs,  let  alone 
Mr.  Strong's.  The  judge  found  that  the  defendant  had 
agreed  to  make  himself  responsible  for  plaintiffs'  costs, 
and  gave  judgment  accordingly. 

Conversion  Charge.— At  Mansion  House  Police  Court, 
London,  on  December  3,  Walter  Heron  Gerson,  selling- 
agent  of  the  Mothersill  Remedy  Co.,  Ltd.,  19  Bride 
Street,.  E.C.,  appeared  in  answer  to  an  adjourned  sum- 
mons on  charges  of  fraudulent  conversion  (C.  <£•  D., 
December  1,  p.  746).  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Bramall  watched 
the  case  on  behalf  of  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.  Mr. 
Roland  Oliver,  prosecuting,  recalled  Mr.  W.  H.  Holliday, 
buyer  of  proprietary  articles  for  Messrs.  Boots  at  Notting- 
ham, who  spoke  as  to  an  order  dated  June  13.  1923. 
It  was  for  54  doz.  small  and  6  doz.  large  bottles  of  the 
remedy,  stamped,  and  the  order  was  sent  to  the  Mother- 
Bill  Co.  He  produced  a  letter  from  the  American  Com- 
merce Co.,  and  an  invoice,  "  according  to  an  arrangement 
with  Mr.  Holiday  this  morning."  The  goods  in  question 
were  sent  unstamped,  the  fact  being  stated  on  the  invoice, 
underlined  in  red,  a  cheque  drawn  in  favour  of  the 
'■  A.  C."  Co.  being  asked  for  "  as  arranged,"  and 
the  price  being  reduced  by  10  per  cent.  Mr.  Oliver  : 
On  account  of  stamping  the  goods  and  sending  the  cheque 
to  the  M  A.  C."  Co.? — On  account  of  stamping  the  medi- 
cine. An  order  was  produced  dated  June  28  for  goods 
amounting  to  £109  16s.  9d.,  sent  to  the  Mothersill  Co. 
by  Messrs.  Boots.  Witness  saw  by  a  pencilled  alteration 
in  his  own  handwriting  that  the  quantity  was  doubled. 
It  was  invoiced  by  the  American  Commerce  Co.  at  5  per 
cent,  discount;  this  was  later  increased  to  10  per  cent., 
and  a  cheque  was  sent  to  the  "A.  C.  Company."  A 
letter  was  produced  to  witness  purporting  to  be  from  a 
Mr.  Evans,  an  employee  of  the  defendant's,  who,  it  was 
stated,  would  be  called  later,  and  similar  documents 
relating  to  other  orders  were  put  to  witness  by  counsel. 
Mr.  Oliver  asked  the  witness  if  he  could  explain 
how  it  was  that  two  companies  were  writing  to 
his  company  in  connection  with  this  one  article.  Witness 
■explained  that  all  orders,  with  one  possible  exception, 
were  sent  to  the  Mothersill  Co.,  and  were  for  stamped 
goods.  Boots  had  been  customers  of  this  company  for 
about  twenty  years.  On  the  special  transactions  put  to 
him,  witness  said  the  American  Commerce  Co.  delivered 
unstamped  goods  at  a  10  per  cent,  discount  for  cheque 
by  return.  One  of  such  transactions  took  place  in 
January  1921;  all  the  rest  were  from  April  of  the  present 
year.  The  10  per  cent,  discount  on  the  January  1921 
order  was  described  as  for  advertising  purposes;  that 
was  inaccurate.  It  was  for  stamping.  Some  skill  was 
required  in  stamping.    The  Alderman  remarked  that  it 


seemed  strange  that,  after  dealing  with  the  one  company 
so  long,  two  companies  should  be  in  negotiation  over  the 
remedy.  Witness  said  that  both  companies  operated  from 
one  office,  and  through  Mr.  Gerson  ;  he  could  not  recollect 
any  conversation  on  the  matter  of  the  change.  In  answer 
to  Mr.  Oliver,  witness  said  he  could  not  mention  any  case 
in  which,  when  the  goods  were  invoiced  from  the  Mother- 
sill Co.,  he  got  more  than  2£  per  cent,  discount  ;  and 
he  could  not  remember  any  order,  where  the  cheque 
was  to  be  paid  to  the  American  Commerce  Co.,  that  the 
discount  was  not  10  per  cent.  Mr.  Oliver  :  Your  house 
is  represented  in  the  Mothersill  ledger  as  being  in  debt 
for  between  £7,000  and  £8,0C0.  Is  that  correct  ?— We 
paid  for  all  the  Remedy  we  had.  We  owe  the  company 
nothing.  Mr.  Freke  Palmer  cross-examined  on  the 
question  of  discounts.  Mr.  Frederick  John  Smith, 
partner  in  the  firm  of  Sangers,  druggists'  sundriesmen, 
42a  Hampstead  Road,  N.W.,  the  next  witness,  said  that 
his  film  had  been  dealing  in  this  article  for  nineteen  or 
twenty  years.  Up  to  a  certain  period  orders  were  sent 
to  the  Mothersill  Co.,  invoices  received  from  them,  and 
payment  made  to  them.  Terms  were  2j  per  cent,  for  a 
quantity — 1£  per  cent,  for  early  payment.  At  some  time 
or  other  the  method  was  changed,  and  from  that  time 
they  got  unstamped  goods,  receiving  a  bonus  varying 
from  10  to  15  per  cent.  As  to  how  this  arrangement 
came  into  being,  witness  said  his  recollection  was  that 
he  had  no  conversation  with  Gerson'  on  the  matter,  nor 
did  he  speak  to  him  on  the  'phone.  He  saw  Evans  with 
reference  to  the  matter.  Mr.  Freke  Palmer  :  What 
Evans  said  is  not  evidence  against  the  defendant.  As 
Evans  was  to  be  callea  later,  the  evidence  was  admitted. 
Witness  stated  that  Evans  said  if  they  gave  an  order 
for  a  certain  quantity  and  paid  cash,  they  were  to  be 
allowed  a  certain  bonus.  Witness  said  he  objected  to  the 
goods  coming  in  unstamped,  and  they  were  then  paid  £1 
on  each  invoice  for  the  trouble  of  stamping.  Nothing 
was  said  by  Evans  about  invoicing  the  goods  in  another 
name.  Mr.  Smith  had  not  concluded  his  evidence  when 
the  Court  rose. 


Agar-Agar  in  Java 

With  the  object  of  ascertaining  whether  it  would  be 
possible  to  create  an  agar-agar  industry  in  the  Dutch 
East  Indies,  Heer  H.  W.  Hofstede  undertook  an  ex- 
haustive investigation  of  a  large  number  of  various 
algae  occurring  in  the  Indian  Archipelago,  the  results  of 
which  are  described  in  the  "  Algemeen  Landbouwweekblad 
voor  Nederlandsch-Indie,"  No.  9,  1923.  As  a  result  of 
his  study  he  found  that  of  the  numerous  species  of  sea- 
weed submitted  to  examination,  only  the  following  four 
yielded  agar  agar  :  Gelidiopsis  rigida,  Web.  v.  B.,  which 
contained  comparatively  the  highest  content  found; 
Gracilaria  lichenoides,  Harv.  ;  Gracilaria  taenioides  and 
Corallopsis  Salicor  nia,  Grev.  var.  minor  Sond.  These 
alga?  occur  in  places  widely  apart,  and.  curiously  enough, 
contribute  only  a  small  portion  of  the  seaweed  collected 
for  local  use  and  for  export.  It  is  chiefly  Eucheuirux 
spiniosum,  J.  Ag.,  known  as  agar-agar  haloos,  and  agar- 
agar  kasar,  an  edible  species,  which  is  collected  by 
divers  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Galadupa  Islands,  off 
Booton.  Salabangka  and  Japara,  for  local  consumption, 
and  for  export  to  China,  Hong  Kong,  and  Japan,  princi- 
pally from  Macassar.  Heer  Hofstede  quotes  Mr.  K 
Okamura,  algologist  to  the  Imperial  Fisheries  Institute 
in  Tokio,  as  being  of  opinion  that  the  name  agar-agar 
was  originally  applied  to  the  product  prepared  by  the 
Chinese  from  Evchcuma  spinosvm.,  and  only  later  was 
applied  to  the  Japanese  product  now  known  under  this 
designation.  This  view  is  borne  out  by  a  statement  made 
by  the  Dutch  Consul  in  Canton,  to  the  effect  that  the 
article  known  locally  as  agar-agar  is  chiefly  used  by 
bookbinders;  bv  boiling  the  seaweed  in  question,  a  kind 
of  glue  is  obtained,  which  appears  to  be  specially  suit- 
able for  mounting  paper  on  linen.  Summarising  his 
interesting  observations,  Heer  Hofstede  comes  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  production  of  agar-agar  from  algas  in 
the  Dutch  East  Indies  holds  out  no  promise  of  proving 
a  profitable  venture.

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Society  of  Chemical  Industry 

On  opening  the  meeting  of  the  London  section  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  held  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Chemical  Society  in  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  Lon- 
don, W.,  on  December  3,  the  chairman,  Dr.  B.  Dyer, 
referred  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Society  through  the 
death  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Wilkie,  chairman  of  the  Nottingham 
section.  Mr.  J.  A.  Howe  read  a  paper  on  The  Use  and 
Preservation  of  Building  Stone.  In  introducing  the 
subject  of  his  communication,  the  author  stated  that 
modern  architects  are  confronted  by  two  problems  :  (1) 
How  to  prevent  the  decay  of  stone,  and  (2)  how  to  deal 
with  decay  in  historic  buildings.  In  order  to  make  these 
problems  quite  clear,  Mr.  Howe  showed,  by  means  of 
lantern  slides,  a  large  number  of  microscopic  sections 
of  various  kinds  of  stones  used  in  building,  explaining 
the  nature  and  structure  of  each  variety.  Most  of  the 
sections  shown  were  different  kinds  of  oolithic  limestones, 
and.ako  several .  varieties  of  sandstone.  Quartzite  was 
the  best  of  all  available  building  materials,  since  it  had 
no  crystalline  structure  and  all  the  grains  were  closely 
welded  together.  Mr.  .  Howe  then  discussed  at  length 
the  question  of  the  weathering  of  stones,  showing 
numerous  specimens  of  stones  to  illustrate  the  action  of 
atmospheric  influences,  exposure,  etc.,  on  stone.  He 
exhibited  two  -pieces  taken  from  the  corners  on  the 
Marble  Arch,  one  from  the  north  and  one  from  the  south 
side,  where  the  effects  of  weathering  on  the  side  most 
exposed  to  wind  and  rain  were  very  apparent,  particularly 
on  the  under-side,  where  the  erosion  was  most  marked, 
since  it  is  here  that  the  water  collects,  and  it  is  this 
collection  of  water  which  is  the  chief  source  of  trouble. 
In  the  case  of  sandstone,  the  sulphuric  acid  present  in 
rain  which  collects  on  the  stone  leads  to  the  formation 
of  suluhates,  causing  the  stone  to  split  off.  Dr.  J.  J. 
Fox  (in  collaboration  with  Mr.  T.  W.  Harrison)  pre- 
sented a  communication  on  The  Chemical  Aspect  of 
Building  Stone  Decay.  Limestone  is  the  most  extensively 
used  building  material  in  London,  and  it  is  also  the 
material  which  is  the  most  readily  attacked  by  the 
atmosphere.  An  example  of  this  weathering  can  be  seen 
in  Lincoln's  Inn  Hall.  The  principal  corroding  agents 
were  then  discussed,  beginning  with  carbon  dioxide, 
which,  although  it  has  a  certain  solvent  action,  on  the 
whole  improves  the  stone.  Considerable  interest  attaches 
to  the  action  of  oxygen  on  certain  kinds  of  stone,  and 
Dr.  Fox  exhibited  a  sample  of  Hornton  stone,  in  which 
the  ferrous  oxide  present  had  been  oxidised  to  ferric 
oxide,  i.e.,  the  green  veins  had  changed  to  brown.  The 
most  potent  corroding  agent  is  water,  on  account  of  the 
various  ingredients  which  it  carries  down  and  retains  in 
solution.  In  the  London  atmosphere  the  most  destructive 
agents  are  the  oxides  of  sulphur,  and  investigations 
carried  out  by  the  authors  showed  that  twenty-five  to 
sixty  parts  of  sulphur  trioxide  arc  present  in  a  million 
parts  of  rain  in  the  London  atmosphere.  The  erosive 
action  of  sulphur  oxide  is  further  assisted  by  the  deposi- 
tion of  soot,  which  was  found  to  contain  a  comparatively 
high  percentage  of  sulphates,  including  ammonium 
sulphate.  When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  on  transform- 
ing one  volume  of  calcium  carbonate  into  calcium  sulphate 
the  result  is  1.7  volumes,  some  idea  may  be  formed  of 
the  stress  caused  by  this  transformation  due  to  the 
action  of  sulphuric  acid  on  limestone.  Experiments  con- 
ducted by  the  authors  by  means  of  a  specially  con- 
structed apparatus  (a  photograph  of  which  was  shown) 
demonstrated  that  sulphur  dioxide  was  able  to  pass 
through  stone  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  thickness  in 
twenty  to  forty-five  minutes.  Lichen  have  only  a  very 
slight  destructive  action  on  stone,  and  Dr.  Fox  was 
unable  to  accept  the  view  recently  advanced  that  certain 
nitrifyiag  bacteria  had  any  destructive  action  on  stone. 
The  author  concluded  his  paper  with  a  reference  to  the 
various  methods  proposed  for  the  preservation  of  stone, 
pointing  out  that  the  requirements  made  of  an  ideal 
preservative  were  contradictory,  since  it  would  be 
required  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  the  penetration  of 
moisture  and  to  permit  moisture  to  escape. 


Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

Record  of  matters  concerning  Chemists '  interests  in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts 

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 
Portsmouth. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Commit- 
tee on  November  29,  it  was  reported  that  the  chemists 
on  the  panel  number  51,  and  the  pharmacies  77.  The 
cost  of  drugs  in  1922  was  £6,878  14s.  lid.  There  have 
been  five  additions  to  the  number  of  pharmacies  during 
the  year,  and  none  has  been  closed.  The  number  of  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  by  chemists  was  194,971,  and  this 
year  the  total  will  be  about  225,000.  The  cost  was  23.6d. 
per  insured  person.  There  has  been  no  complaint  against 
a  chemist  during  the  year,  and  only  one  complaint 
against  a  chemist  in  the  eleven  years  of  medical  benefit. 
Councillor  W.  J.  Lewis,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  wel- 
comed as  a  member  of  the  committee. 

Sheffield. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee Mr.  George  Slack  was  reappointed  chairman,  and 
Messrs.  J.  T.  Appleton  and  E.  Preston  were  elected 
members  of  the  Joint  Services  Subcommittee.  The  execu- 
tors of  the  late  J.  C.  Little  have  resigned  from  the 
panel  of  chemists,  and  Messrs.  C.  H.  Bradwell  and 
G.  T.  C.  Dyson  have  been  added  to  the  list.  The 
Minister  of  Health  has  agreed  to  the  withholding  of 
£1  Is.  in  two  cases  of  chemists  committing  a  breach  of 
the  regulations.  In  the  third  case,  in  which  the  Com- 
mittee recommended  the  withholding  of  a  sum  of  £10  10s., 
the  Minister  has  reduced  the  amount  to  £1,  as  the 
amount  recommended  was  out  of  proportion  to  the  amount 
usually  withheld  in  cases  of  this  kind.  The  subcommittee 
which  had  considered  a  request  from  a  chemist,  by  whom 
a  test  prescription  had  been  dispensed  and  inquired  into 
by  the  Joint  Services  Subcommittee,  for  expenses  incurred 
by  him  in  attending  the  Committee  on  two  occasions, 
recommended  that  a  sum  of  12s.  8d.  be  allowed.  A  sub- 
committee of  seven  was  elected  to  deal  with  matters 
arising  out  of  the  analysis  of  prescriptions  for  the  ensuing 
twelve  months  :  the  estimate  for  this  work  for  1924  is 
£30.  Sums  paid  to  chemists  for  the  month  amounted 
to  £1,253  2s.  7d. 

Surrey. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
November  28  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee 
reported  on  a  question  raised  by  a  practitioner  regarding 
the  proper  dispensing  of  a  medicine  by  a  chemist.  Sub- 
sequent analysis  indicated  that  the  medicine  contained 
from  five  to  six  times  the  amount  of  ipecacuanha  it 
should  have  had.  The  Subcommittee  recommended  that 
the  attention  of  the  chemist  be  called  to  the  necessity  for 
accurate  dispensing,  and  that  he  be  warned  that  more 
care  must  be  exercised.  The  Medical  Benefit  Subcom- 
mittee recommended  that  five  names  be  added  to  the 
list  of  panel  chemists.  There  was  one  resignation.  The  Sub- 
committee recommended  that  the  testing  of  medicines  and 
appliances  should  be  undertaken  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee. The  scheme  set  forth  in  the  Appendix  to  the 
report  of  the  conference  on  the  testing  of  medicines  and 
appliances  should  be  adopted,  subject  to  the  addition 
that  "  The  chemist  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present 
when  the  analyst  divides  the  contents  of  the  bottle  into 
two  parts,  and  to  have  returned  to  him,  should  he  sa 
desire,  one  part  of  the  medicine."  The  Subcommittee) 
considered  the  possibility  of  the  testing  of  medicines  in 
the  cases  of  doctors  who  dispense  for  their  insured 
patients.  The  County^  Panel  Committee  should,  ifc 
recommended,  be  asked  to  suggest  a  scheme  whereby 
some  system  can  be  inaugurated.  The  estimated  amount 
for  pricing  during  1924  is  £702.  Payments  to  chemists 
for  August  and  September  amounted  to  £1,170  16s.  9d. 
and  £1,270  5s.  4d.  respectively. 

Warwickshire. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  at  Leamington  recently.  Mr. 
Winfield,  Solihull,  and  Mr.  Spencer,  Stratford-on- 
Avon,  were  co-opted  as  members.  A  circular  was  read 
from  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  the  quinine  treatment  of  certain  patients  can  be 
continued. 
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Associations'  Winter  Session 

Belfast.— A  meeting  of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade 
Association  was  held  on  November  28,  Mr.  Andrew 
Wilson  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  repre- 
sentative attendance  of  members.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  consider  a  recommendation  from  the  Executive 
Committee  with  reference  (1)  to  rescinding  Clause  (b) 
Rule  2  regarding  coding  of  prescriptions  and  maintaining 
the  minimum  schedule  for  dispensing  charges ;  (2)  to  dis- 
cuss price  maintenance  generally ;  (3)  to  hear  expression 
of  opinions  on  compensation  to  chemists  arising  out  of 
loss  of  wine  trade.  The  President  reviewed  the  position 
from  1920  to  May  1923,  when  the  matter  of  non-coding 
And  cutting  again  came  before  the  Executive  Committee. 
A  subcommittee  was  formed,  which  reported  to  the 
Executive  Committee  in-  July  their  investigations.  At 
the  meeting  certain  members  resigned.  This  state  of 
affairs  caused  unpleasantness.  The  registered  drug- 
gists thought  that  prescription  work  should  not 
be  carried  on  under  the  auspices  of  the 
U.R.D.T.A.,  but  under  the  control  of  the  North  Irish 
Pharmacists'  Association,  and  passed  a  resolution 
to  that  effect.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
then  considered  the  whole  matter,  decided  to  call 
an  extra  general  meeting,  and  passed  a  recommendation 
that  all  matters  dealing  with  prescription  work  and 
dispensing  charges  should  be  handed  over  to  the  N.I.P.A. 
After  some  discussion  Mr.  Morris  proposed  that  pricing 
and  coding  of  prescriptions  be  carried  out  by  the 
N.I.P.A.,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Gordon  McKinstry 
and  supported  by  Mr.  J.  Macauley.  The  proposal  was 
passed  unanimously. 

Price  Maintenance 
With  regard  to  price  maintenance,  Mr.  Wilson  said 
that  so  far  as  "  cutting  "  was  concerned  there  was 
nothing  very  serious  at  present,  and  it  was  not  so  much 
in  the  centre  of  the  city  as  in  the  suburbs.  The  Execu- 
tive Committee  foresaw  there  would  be  trouble  when 
prices  began  to  fall.  The  committee  had  tried  to  fix 
prices  in  a  fair  way  without  interfering  too  much  with 
the  purchasing  public.  The  committee  found  it  hard  to 
bring  influence  to  bear  on  individuals  who  complain  to 
the  secretary  and  resign.  He  said  that  if  the  man  who 
was  cutting  could  be  interviewed  personally  by,  say, 
three  men  in  a  friendly  way  a  better  decision  could  be 
arrived  at.  Mr.  Hawthorne  said  grocers  sold  Pears' 
Soap,  Angier's  Emulsion,  Sloan's  Liniment,  etc.,  at  cut 
prices.  The  grocers  were  the  delinquents.  Mr.  Suffern 
replied  that  the  wholesale  firms  would  stop  grocers  if 
reported,  and  said  that  what  they  wanted  was  tlie  grocers 
to  sell  at  the  same  price.  Mr.  Todd  said  that  they  could 
not  prevent  grocers  handling  the  goods,  but  the  Associa- 
tion ought  to  take  it  up  regularly  with  the  wholesale 
firms,  and  then  something  might  be  done.  Mr.  Wilson 
replied  that  they  were  on  extremely  delicate  ground  with 
regard  to  grocers.  Mr.  Rankin  said  that  during  the 
earlier  years  the  Association  carried  on  successfully  and 
money  was  made,  but  since  1922  it  seemed  it  was  going 
to  break  up.  Ninety-five  per  cent,  of  the  public  was  not 
looking  for  cutting  of  prices.  He  said  members  should 
report  to  the  secretary  and  have  the  matter  investigated. 
Mr.  Todd  said  that  it  was  the  first  time  he  had  heard 
of  anyone  complaining  of  cutting,  and  that  they  were 
loyal  in  the  East  district.  Mr.  Adams  supported  Mr. 
Todd  in  his  statement,  and  said  the  average  trader  was 
too  ready  to  listen  to  complaints.  Mr.  McLoughlin, 
speaking  for  North  Belfast,  said  that  the  big  firms  were 
to  blame  for  supplying  goods  to  grocers,  and  cited 
instances.  Mr.  Hardy  said  that  the  committee  ought  to 
take  up  the  supply  of  Sloan's  Liniment  with  the  distri- 
butors. Mr.  Todd  thought  that  the  Association  ought 
to  take  up  these  matters  with  the  proprietors.  Mr.  A. 
Wilson  said  the  wholesale  houses  were,  in  an  awkward 
position,  as  they  could  not  afford  to  lose  the  grocers' 
trade.  Mr.  Adams  said  he  sold  his  own  cod  liver-oil 
emulsion  because  the  grocers  sold  Scott's.  Mr.  Todd 
said  Scott's  Emulsion  was  on  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  and  supplies  could  be  withheld  from 
the  grocer.      Mr.  Suffern  said  the  committee  must  have 


proof  before  they  can  act.  Mr.  Hardy  proposed  that 
Mr.  Rankin,  Mr.  Suffern  and  Mr.  McLoughlin  form  a 
committee  and  see  what  could  be  done.  The  resolution 
was  passed  unanimously.  Mr.  Wilson  said  that  anyone 
with  trouble  regarding  P.A.T.A.  lines  should  commu- 
nicate with  the  secretary. 

Wine-trade  Compensation 
With  reference  to  compensation,  Mr.  Suffern  said  that 
the  Tribunal  had  met  once  and  passed  a  number  of  rules, 
and  that  there  would  be  another  meeting  next  week. 
Their  solicitors  were  keeping  in  touch  with  Mr.  Farrell. 
The  solicitors  hold  the  opinion  that  the  claims  should  be 
put  forward  in  one  batch,  and  also  put  through  by  one 
accountant,  and  it  would  be  settled  right  off  without  the 
expense  of  paying  the  Court.  Mr.  Suffern  said  it  would 
probably  be  necessary  to  call  another  meeting  to  settle 
the  question. 

Birmingham.— The  Birmingham  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation held  the  inaugural  meeting  at  the  Grand  Hotel 
on  November  14,  when  about  150  members  and  friends 
were  received  by  the  President  (Mr.  H.  Rigg)  and  Mrs. 
Rigg.  Mr  George  Knowles  welcomed  the  new  presi- 
dent, and  hoped  that  the  members  would  grant  him  (Mr. 
Rigg)  their  support.  In  his  presidential  address,  Mr. 
Rigg  said  if  one  took  a  ten  years'  survey  of  pharmacy 
one  found  that  it  had  been  organised  and  re-organised, 
until  there  was  a  danger  that  there  was  too  much  organi- 
sation without  the  enthusiastic  and  real  interest  of  every 
individual;  these  organisations,  good  as  they  might  be, 
were  of  little  avail.  Local  pharmacists  should  speak  so 
that  their  views  might  be  appreciated  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  and  elsewhere.  The  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  itself  was  the  outcome  of  the  bureaucratic  age  in 
which  we  live,  and  now  we  are  threatened  with  an 
extension  in  the  new  "  Order  in  Council  "  which  would 
make  the  life  of  the  pharmacist  more  onerous  still.  It 
appeared  to  him  that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  investing  the  negotiations  with  far  too  much 
secrecy,  and  it  was  time  that  a  protest  was  made.  The 
Society  should  consult  its  members  before  coming  to 
any  definite  decision.  There  is  a  danger  that  bureau- 
cratic influences  are  making  themselves  felt  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square  itself.  In  regard  to  the  Retail  Pharma- 
cists' Union,  they  are  locally  much  more  closely  identi- 
fied with  its  work  and  operations  as  there  are  two  very 
efficient  pharmacists  on  the  Council  of  that  body.  It 
was  certainly  necessary  that  the  standard  of  the  pre- 
liminary should  be  a  high  one.  The  principle  of  the 
curriculum  was  also  ideal.  In  the  past,  in  too  many 
cases,  the  apprentice  had  not  received  the  treatment  he 
should  have  done.  To-day,  happily,  larger  ideals  per- 
meated pharmacy.  The  modern  apprentice  very  largely 
has  full  facilities  given  him  for  studying.  Nevertheless, 
it  was  somewhat  disconcerting  to  hear  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  Pilkington 
Sargeant,  in  an  address  he  gave  to  the  students  "of  the 
local  school  of  pharmacy,  advocating  the  inspection  of 
pharmacies  by  the  Society  before  an  apprentice  was  to 
be  taken  there.  In  view  of  the  very  academic  ideas 
which  apparently  prevailed  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
Society  it  behoved  local  associations  to  look  into  the 
matter  at  once,  and  see  that  their  views  were  not  lost 
sight  of.  He  was  rather  afraid  that  under  circumstances 
like  this  very  few  apprentices  would  enter-  pharmacy. 
He  intended,  shortly,  to  call  a  meeting  and  discuss  the 
matter  fully.  He  complimented  the  local  School  of 
Pharmacy  on  the  success  it  had  gained  in  the  recent 
examinations.  Finally,  he  urged  that  in  the  new  session 
members  should  interest  themselves  in  the  meetings  as 
enthusiastically  as  possible.  Mr.  Tranmer  (Smethwick) 
seconded  the  vote  of  thanks,  and  Mr.  Rigg,  in  his  reply, 
said  he  did  not  like  standardised  speeches.  He  promised 
all  of  his  fellow  craftsmen  that  they  should  have  fair 
play  in  any  subject  which  came  forward  for  discussion. 
A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  past-president,  Mr.  H. 
Marshall,  and  also  his  wife,  was  carried  with  acclama- 
tion. The  musical  programme  was  much  enjoyed.  The 
M.C.  of  the  proceedings  was  Mr.  Fred  Smith,  Ph.C, 
Soho  Eoad,  Handsworth,  the  secretary,  who  performed 
his  duties  admirably.

There  were 
also  piesent  : — Messrs.  Atkins,  Barnes,  Clarke,  Forster, 
French,  Gilleghan,  Hague,  Hardy,  Hindle,  Jackson, 
Keith,  Marshall,  Martin,  Matthews,  Melhuish,  Milner, 
Pickard,  Ridyard,  Rowsell,  Tranmer,  and  Young.  The 
secretary  reported  that  advertising  contracts  had  been 
made  for  the  insertion  of  advertisements  on  behalf  of 
the  R.P.U.  The  first  advertisement  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  is  to  be  in  the  nature  of  an  advance 
announcement  of  the  proposed  business  training  course. 
The  window  display  service  was  discussed,  and  it  was 
resolved  that  designs  be  obtained  by  competition,  and 
that  prizes  of  £10  and  £5  be  offered  for  a  suitable  winter 
display  and-  that  £2  2s.  be  paid  for  any  other  design 
accepted  for  the  window  display  service.  The  Lancaster 
and  District  Branch,  having  sent  a  protest  against  the 
reduced  percentage  of  profit  now  being  allowed  on 
standard  lines,  of  toilet  preparations  by  Vinolia,  Ltd., 
Gibbs,  Ltd.,  etc.,  it  was  explained  that  the  matter  is 
receiving  the  joint  attention  of  the  R.P.U.  and  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association.  Mr.  Hague  re- 
ported on  the  result  of  his  visit  to  the  Ripley  area  in 
an  endeavour  to  arrange  an  amicable  settlement  of  the 
price-cutting  in  that  area.  He  stated  that  after  a  meet- 
ing with  the  local  chemists  he  was  successful  in  his 
object.  The  secretary  reported  that  a  deputation  to  the 
Home  Secretary  was  arranged  by  the  Early  Closing  Asso- 
ciation in  support  of  the  movement  to  secure  that  Summer 
Time  shall  operate  for  six  months  in  the  year.  The  vice- 
chairman  (Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish)  and  Mr.  French  repre- 
sented the  R.P.U.  The  Home  Secretary  did  not  commit 
his  department  to  any  definite  course  of  action.  At  a 
conference  held  afterwards  a  resolution  was  passed  urging 
the  Early  Closing  Association  to  press  forward  a  com- 
pulsory Early  Closing  Bill.  Another  resolution  was 
passed  asking  the  Home  Secretary  to  suspend,  as  in 
previous  years,  the  operation  of  the  Shops  Act  a  week 
prior  to  Christmas,  dated  from  December  17  to  Decem- 
ber 24  inclusive.  A  meeting  of  the  R.P.U.  executive 
and  the  P.A.T.A.  executive  was  held  on  November  27 
regarding  articles  on  the  P.A.T.A.  List  which  did  not 
leave  a  clear  20  per  cent,  profit  to  the  buyer  taking  the 
smallest  quantities  through  wholesale  houses.  The  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  R.P.U.  expressed  its  confidence 
in  the  council  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  is  satisfied  that 


that  body  will  conduct  negotiations  with  the  parties  con- 
cerned to  the  best  possible  advantage  of  the  retail  trade, 
llie  Uatford  Branch  asked  the  R.P.U.  to  approach  the 
-Home  Office  and  obtain  a  ruling  as  to  what  would  be 
considered  sufficient  proof  of  a  doctor's  signature.  This 
is  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Home  Office.  The  secretary 
reported  that  the  Business  Training  Subcommittee  recom- 
mended that  it  was  advisable  to  establish  a  business 
training  course  open  to  members'  assistants,  apprentices, 
etc.  In  regard  to  the.  scheme  of  testing  dispensing,  it' 
was  recommended  that  the  attention  of  the  members  be 
drawn  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  ferri  sulph.  guar- 
anteed B.P.,  and  a  suggestion  made  that  granulated  salt 
should  always  be  dispensed,  as  this  was  not  so  readily 
oxidised.  The  committee  also  dealt  with  the  prices 
allowed  for  insulin  and  the  actual  weights  of  the  small 
packages  of  Insurance  dressings,  and  the  secretary  was 
instructed  to  approach  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  en- 
deavour to  obtain  better  terms  for  insulin.  The  secretary" 
was  also  instructed  to  make  inquiries  regarding  the 
weights  of  packages  of  dressings  and  issue  any  warning' 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  members.  Meetings  of 
panel  chemists  are  to  be  held  early  in  the  New  Year 
in  Birmingham,  Cardiff,  Leeds,  London  and  Manchester, 
to .  discuss  the  Insurance  dispensing  terms. 


Exeter — A  meeting  of  the  Devon  Branch  was  held  on 
November  21,  Mr.  W.  E.  Hollows  in  the  chair.  The 
sale  of  tooth  brushes  by  the  Countv  Council  to  school 
children  was  discussed,  and  the  secretary  was  instructed 
to  protest  against  the  County  Council  acting  as  a  trading 
body  in  competition  with  the  ratepayers.  A  letter  from 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  asking  for  the  co-opera- 
tion of  chemists  in  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign, 
was  ordered  to  be  circulated.  The  advantages  of  the 
Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance  Company  were  explained 
by  Mr.  Rowsell.  A  resolution  approving  an  inclusive 
subscription  of  £2  2s.,  to  include  the  branch  subscrip- 
tion, was  passed.  It  was  considered  that  the  question 
"of  limiting  the  number  of  assistants  covered  should  be 
left  to  the  Central  Executive,  but  that  the  word 
"■  employee  "  should  replace  "  assistant  "  in  any  discus- 
sion on  indemnity  limits.  A  discussion  on  protection 
schemes  (not  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion) resulted  in  a  resolution  that  s.uch  schemes  are 
ineffective,  and  that  the  R.P.U.  be  asked  to  urge  all 
branches  to  adopt  common  action  by  combined  support 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  Recommendations  arising  from  a  dis- 
cussion of  Insurance  standards  of  dispensing  were  that 
the  use  of  solutions  is  in  general  satisfactory,  that  in 
dispensing  care  should  be  taken  to  dissolve  all  the  con- 
stituents of  a  mixture  intended  to  be  in  solution,  and 
that  due  attention  should  always  be  paid  to  removal 
of  old  labels,  the  use  of  clean  corks  and  general  finish. 

Poole. — A  meeting  of  the  Bournemouth  and  District 
Branch  was  held  on  November  21  at  the  London  Hotel, 
Poole,' where  Mr.  Haynes  and  the  Dorset  Pharmaceutical 
Association  made  the  R.P.U.  branch  its  guests. 
Mr.  Hubert  J.  Martin  (Christehurch)  was  in  the  chair. 
The  delegates'  report  from  the  October  Group  Executive 
meeting  was  adopted.  Mr.  Martin  then  addressed  the 
meeting  on  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  He  appealed  to 
pharmacists  to  give  very  careful  attention  to  the  details 
required  not  only  in  their  own  interest  but  for  the  credit 
of  their  craft  and  its  organisation. 

Wrexham. — A  meeting  was  held  on  November  15,  at 
which  it  was  agreed  that  a  uniform  subscription  of 
£2  2s.  be  made  to"  cover  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union, 
Chemists'  Defence  Association,  and  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  as  well  as  the  local  subscription,  and 
that  the  subscription  cover  up  to  six  assistants  for 
indemnity  purposes.

Chemists'  Windows 

Photographs  of  windows  sent  to  the  Editor  for  reproduction 
should  be  accompanied  by  a  note  on  how  the  displays 
were  arranged. 

A  Euthymol  Display 

This  display,  arranged  in  the  window  of  Linells,  Ltd., 
chemists,  Mary  Street,  Balsall  Heath,  Birmingham, 
attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention.  The  background  is  a 
decorated  screen  with  trellis-work  meeting  the  two  side 


mirrors.  The  floor  is  covered  with  moss  litter,  banked  up 
with  imitation  rockery  and  flowers.  Immediately  in  front 
ot  the  course  rails  is  a  ditch  with  water,  in  which  the 
front  part  of  the  show  is  reflected. 

Lecture  on  Window  Lighting 

A  lecture  was  given  recently  by  Mr.  W.  Milkier,  B.Sc., 
at  the  London  showrooms  of  the  British  Thomson- 
Houston  Co.,  Ltd.,  Savoy  Street,  W.C.,  on  modern 
developments  in  window-lighting.  Among  the  basic  prin- 
ciples laid  down  by  the  lecturer  was  :  "  The  light  is 
wanted  on  the  goods,  not  on  the  people  or  on  the  pave- 
ment." He  added  that  the  factors  which  control  the 
drawing  power  of  a  window  are  : — 

(1)  Novelty  of  the  display  (lighting,  backgrounds,  etc., 
are  only  accessories,  and  are,  simply  to  improve  or  enhance 
the  effect  of  the  display) 

(2)  Reputation  of  the  shop.  A  shop  of  world-wide  fame 
will  attract  more  people  than  one  not  so  well  known. 
Frequency  with  which  the  displays  are  changed  ;  a  dis- 
play, however  striking,  loses  its  novelty  after  a  time.  A 
shop  changing  the  display  frequently  naturally  gets  more 
people  interested  than  one  not  changing  often. 

(3)  Method  of  lighting. 

Methods  of  overcoming  such  problems  as  reflection  from 
other  buildings  were  discussed  at  some  length.  Colour 
lighting  was  referred  to  in  the  following  passage  r— 
"  Colour  lighting  has  not  yet  come  to  this  country  very 
strongly,  but  it  is  beginning  to  make  itself  felt  :  and  I 
feel  that  the  next  few  years  will  see  a  very  rapid  develop- 
ment in  the  use  of  colour  in  display  work.  Colour  is  a 
medium  which  requires  a  lot  of  care,  and  it  will  need 
careful  experiments  and  a  lot  of  trouble  before  one  finds 
the  best  result  for  any  particular  display.'*

Report  on  the  November  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  November  6  con- 
tained four  parts  by  weight  of  magnesium  sulphate,  five 
parts  of  sodium  sulphate,  and  one  part  of  potassium 
sulphate.  The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture 
is  r —

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurities,  calcium  and 
the  piiospJioric-acid  radical  in  exceedingly  small  propor- 
tion and  a  recognisable  trace  of  a  chloride. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  eighty-one 
students,  and  sixty-one  reports  were  submitted  for 
examination.  The  presence  of  the  sulphuric-acid  radical 
was  detected  in  every  instance.  The  failures  in  the  detec- 
tion of  main  constituents  were:  Magnesium,  2;  sodium,  2; 
potassium,  9;  water  of  crystallisation,  9.  The  presence 
of  the  calcium  remained  undetected  in  forty-three  cases, 
of  the  phosphoric-acid  radical  in  thirty-one,  and  of  the 
trace  of  a  chloride  in  thirteen. 

The  analysis,  in  so  far  as  the  main  constituents  were 
concerned,  was  of  the  simplest  description,  whereas  the 
detection  and  identification  of  the  impurities  formed  the 
real  tests  of  attentive  observation  and  analytical  resource- 
fulness. It  will  probably  come  as  a  surprise  to  those 
students  who  reported  otherwise  to  be  informed  that 
the  powder  did  not  dissolve  completely  in  water. 
Although  it  was  almost  entirely  soluble,  a  slight  turbidity, 
due  to  a.  trace  of  insoluble  phosphate,  nevertheless 
remained,  but  wras  very  commonly  overlooked.  This 
turbidity  was  at  once  removed  by  the  addition  of  a  drop 
of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  When  the  molybdate  test 
for  the  phosphoric-acid  radical  was  applied,  a  negative 
result  was  very  frequently  recorded,  and  in  the  end  this 
radical  was  only  detected  by  about  one-half  of  those 
who  sent  in  reports.  At  the  stage  in  the  systematic 
analysis  where  ammonium  chloride  and  excess  of 
ammonium  hydroxide  are  added  as  group  reagents  for 
metallic  radicals,  a  faint  precipitate  of  insoluble  phos- 
phate w^as  formed,  but  this,  in  turn,  was  observed  only 
in  a  few  cases.  Most  of  those  students  who  noted  the 
formation  of  a  yellow  precipitate  with  ammonium  molyb- 
date realised  that  the  quantity  of  phosphate  present  must 
be  exceedingly  small,  and  they  proceeded  to  make  a 
special  test  for  traces  of  calcium  by  treating  a  portion 
of  the  original  powder  with  water  and  acetic  acid,  adding 
ammonium  oxalate,  boiling,  and  allowing  to  stand  for 
some  time.  The  slight  precipitate  which  resulted  could 
he  separated  by  filtration,  washed  with  water,  and  dis- 
solved in  hydrochloric  acid ;  and  when  the  acid  solution 
was  tested  it  gave  the  flame  coloration  characteristic  of 
calcium. 

Much  greater  care  than  that  often  exercised  is  required 
on  the  part  of  many  students  in  interpreting  the  results 
observed  on  heating  substances  with  concentrated 
sulphuric  acid.  In  the  present  analysis  numerous  reports 
were  made  of  the  giving  off  of  abundant,  dense,  etc.,  acid 
fumes  in  this  test.  Since  the  chloride  present  was  no 
more  than  a  barely  recognisable  trace,  it  is  obvious  that 
these  fumes  could  not  consist  of  hydrochloric  acid  and 
that  they  must  simply  have  been  due  to  the  volatilisation 
of  the  sulphuric  acid  itself.  A  comparative  test  in  which 
sulphuric  acid  was  heated  alone  would  have  shown  how 
far  the  heating  could  be  carried  without  incurring  the  risk 
of  mistaking  sulphuric-acid  fumes  for  some  other  volatile 
acid.  The  reports  of  the  increased  density  of  the  fumes 
when  brought  into  contact  with  free  ammonia  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  view  that  these  were  due  to  sulphuric 
acid.    The  insignificant  trace  of  a  chloride  was  not  suffi- 


cient to  justify  the  quite  common  reports  of  chloride  aa 
if  it  were  present  as  a  main  constituent  of  the  powder. 

The  reports  of  the  presence  of  a  nitrate  in  small  pro- 
portion were  so  numerous  that  special  tests  were  made 
with  relatively  large  quantities  of  the  powder  in  order 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  these  reports  were  well 
founded.  No  evidence  could  be  obtained,  however,  of  the 
presence  of  any  trace  of  a  nitrate,  and  it  seems  that  the 
reported  positive  results  in  the  case  of  the  ferrous  sulphate 
and  sulphuric-acid  test  must  have  been  based  solely  upon 
the  fact  that  a  well-marked  interface  could  be  seen  where 
the  dense  layer  of  sulphuric  acid  met  the  lighter  super- 
natant aqueous  layer.  There  was  no  appearance  of 
darkening  of  the  aqueous  layer  at  this  interface.

A.  Prescott. — The  test  for  a  nitrate  should  not  have 
been  omitted. 

Desiree. — Sulphur  dioxide  was  liberated  when  the 
powder  was  very  strongly  heated,  owing  to  the  decom- 
position of  the  magnesium  sulphate,  but  it  was  not 
evolved  on  simply  heating  with  sulphuric  acid. 

A.  C,  Tilia  and  Others. — Traces  of  a  chlorate  were 
not  present,  and  the  grounds  upon  which  you  reported 
a  chlorate  were  too  slender. 

M.  Glennie. — You  included  calcium  in  the  summary 
of  metals  detected,  although  you  did  not  prove  its 
presence.    See  the  general  remarks  regarding  this  proof. 

H.  Nelson. — The  "  white  hard  bead  "  remaining  after 
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heating  on  charcoal  was  very  different  in  appearance  and 
properties  from  a  bead  of  silver.  Read  the  reply  above 
regarding  chlorate. 

Gculus. — It  is  erroneous  to  suppose  that  iron  is  neces- 
sarily absent  from  a  white  powder.  Dry  ferric  sulphate 
is  practically  colourless.  Evidence  of  the  presence  of  a 
chloride  in  the  original  powder  is  obviously  not  obtain- 
able by  heating  it  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  The 
abundant  evoluton  of  chlorine  which  you  noted  on  heat 
ing  the  powder  with  manganese  dioxide  and  sulphuric 
acid  was  no  doubt  due  to  chloride  present  as  impurity 
in  the  dioxide. 

Ad  lib. — Platinic  chloride  can  be  economically  obtained 
by  dissolving  scrap  platinum  in  nitro-hydrochloric  acid, 
evaporating  the  solution  to  dryness  on  the  water-bath, 
and  dissolving  the  residue  in  water.  By  preserving  all 
residues,  the  platinum  can  be  recovered  periodically  and 
used  over  and  over  again. 

K.  T. — Ferric  chloride  produces  a  red  coloration  only 
— not  a  precipitate — in  a  cold  solution  of  an  acetate;  it 
is  only  on  warming  that  a  precipitate  (of  basic  acetate) 
is  formed. 

Cato. — After  describing  the  detection  of  the  sulphate, 
you  state  that  no  further  acid  radicals  were  found  ;  but 
you  omit  any  account  of  the  farther  tests  that  you 
applied,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  judge  as  to  whether 
these  were  suitable  or  exhaustive.  Describe  all  the  tests 
you  make,  with  their  results. 

Douglas  (Bolton). — The  slight  reaction  with  turmeric 
paper  which  you  supposed  to  be  due  to  a  borate,  was 
caused  by  the  hydrochloric  acid  in  the  solution  tested. 
Examine  this  reaction  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid 
alone. 

Napier. — It  is  best  not  to  speculate  about  the  probable 
presence  of  an  oxide  or  a  hydroxide  when  no  shadow  of 
evidence  of  its  presence  has  been  obtained.  Report 
faithfully  what  has  been  found  and  the  tests  by  which 
the  various  constituents  were  detected. 

S.  Y.  D. — The  gas  which  smelt  like  sulphur  dioxide 
was  simply  hydrochloric  acid,  expelled  from  its  dilute 
aqueous  solution  on  heating. 

Pengwerne. — In  testing  for  acidic  radicals,  any  re- 
action with  ferric  chloride  resembling  that  of  an  acetate 
must  have  been  caused  by  the  reagent  having  been  added 
to  a  solution  which  was  still  alkaline. 

Staphisagriae. — A  green  flame  .coloration  which  led 
you  to  report  barium,  was  most  likely  caused  by  using 
an  insufficiently  cleansed  platinum  wire.  Note  that 
dilute  sulphuric  acid  will  not  cause  recognisable  evolution 
of  hydrochloric  acid  when  merely  warmed  with  a 
chloride.  See  also  the  first  sentence  of  the  reply  to  H. 
Nelson. 

R.  F.  S.  and  Syphon. — The  precipitate  you  supposed  to 
be  calcium  citrate  was  really  calcium  sulphate 

Imtjs. — Tartaric  acid  must  not  be  added  as  a  test  for 
potassium  to  a  solution  which  may  contain  any  of  the 
metals  belonging  to  the  various  analytical  groups.  You 
allowed  yourself  to  be  deceived  regarding  the  supposed 
reactions  of  a  formate. 

J.  Lancaster. — You  report  a  curdy  white  precipitate 
on  testing  for  a  chloride  with  silver  nitrate.  In  reality, 
silver  nitrate  produced  little  more  than  a  recognisable 
turbidity. 

Beginner. — Do  not  omit  to  report  tests  which  do  not 
give  positive  results.  Negative  results  often  indicate  the 
absence  of  groups  of  substances  which  might  have  been 
present.  Always  give  a  summary  of  the  constituents 
detected. 

Ichabod  and  Nepenthe. — The  trace  of  precipitate  which 
you  reported  as  due  to  aluminium,  no  doubt  consisted  of 
insoluble  phosphate. 

Moi.—  Apparently  you  concluded  that  potassium  was 
absent  without  having  made  an  attempt  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  flame  coloration  was  wholly  due  to 
sodium. 

X.— It  is  a  mistake  to  omit  the  borax  bead  test  when 
dealing  with  a  colourless  mixture.  Several  iron  and 
manganese  compounds  are  colourless  or  nearly  so,  and  so 
also  is  cuprous  chloride. 

D.  G.  A.  and  H.  E.  G. — The  possibility  of  pota  ssium 
being  present  in  the  powder  should  not  have  been 
ignored. 


Deeslde. — Practise  allotting  definite  quantities  of  sub- 
stances for  analysis  to  be  used  for  the  several  purposes 
of  the  analysis — preliminary,  metallic  radicals,  acidic 
radicals,  for  example — and  do  not  omit  to  set  aside  at 
least  a  small  reserve  portion  for  final  repetitions  or  con- 
firmatory tests. 

Etna. — Read  the  general  remarks  above  and  the  replies 
to  other  correspondents,  from  which  you  may  obtain 
hints  that  will  be  of  service  in  future  analysis.  Appa- 
rently you  omitted  to  test  for  magnesium.  Do  not  forget 
to  give  a  summary  of  constituents  detected. 

Student. — Your  neatly  drawn  up  report  is,  unfortu- 
nately, not  very  correct  as  regards  its  findings.  How 
you  tested,  as  you  describe,  for  magnesium  and  failed  to 
detect  it,  is  altogether  incomprehensible,  unless  you  added 
some  other  reagent  in  mistake  for  sodium  phosphate.

— An  apparatus  for  the  hypodermic 
injection  of  oxygen,  whereby  the  gas  contained  in  a  flask 
is  displaced  by  admitting  water,  in  a  thin  stream,  from 
another  flask.    (C.  Dupuis.  194,704.) 

Sodium  Compound. — A  process  for  the  production  of  a 
compound  having  th«  formula  Na5C03.3NaHCO,,  by 
treating  sodium  carbonate  with  carbon  dioxide  and  water 
vapour  at  about  95°  C.    (H.  E.  Cocksedge.  206,372.) 

Tooth  Cleaner. — An  appliance  for  cleaning  the  spaces 
between  the  teeth,  consisting  in  a  container  for  a  spool 
of  dental  floss,  the  free  end  of  which  is  wound  round  a 
wire  fixed  to  the  hollow  container.  (G.  T.  Brooksbank- 
James.  206,343.) 

Packeting  Medicinal  Powders. — A  machine  for  putting 
up  powders  in  packets,  which  cuts  the  required  piece  of 
paper  from  a  roll,  discharges  thereon  the  measured  amount 
of  powder  and  folds  the  paper  with  the  powder  into  a 
packet.    (S.  Berti  and  E.  Melzi.  206,439.) 

Malt  Wine. — A  process  for  manufacturing  a  beverage 
from  malt  having  the  flavour  of  natural  grape  wine,  con- 
sisting in  submitting  wort  or  must  prepared  from  barley 
malt  to  the  action  of  lactic  and  tartaric  acids  in  equal 
amounts,  the  lactic  acid  being  produced  by  BaciUm 
Delbrucki,  followed  by  sterilisation  and  fermentation  by 
means  of  cultures  of  yeasts  derived  from  bacteria  taken 
on  the  grapes  of  the  wine  of  which  it  is  desired  to  obtain 
the  flavour.    (J.  G.  Meessen.  206,347.)

Insecticide. — A  process  for  the  preparation  of  chlorine 
derivatives  of  tetrahydronaphthaline  which  have  been 
found  to  possess  insecticidal  properties  ■  (Chemische 
Fabriken  vorm.  Weiler-ter  Meer  and  E.  Voetter.  D.R.P. 
385,091.) 

Sulphur  Preparation. — A  preparation  which  gradually 
deposits  colloidal  sulphur  on  contact  with  water,  for  the 
treatment  of  skin  affections,  is  obtained  by  heating  100 
grams  of  oil  of  turpentine  and  15  grams  of  sulphur  on  an 
oil  bath  to  160°  C.  for  four  hours.  After  standing  for 
twenty -four  hours,  filter;  prepare  a  solution  of  29.1  grams 
of  sulphur  and  100  grams  of  crystallised  sodium  sulphide 
in  1,000  c.c.  of  alcohol  (96  p.c),  and  add  to  this  solution 
50  grams  of  the  sulphurated  oil  of  turpentine  and  30  grams 
of  glycerin;  heat  under  a  reflux  cooler  for  several  hours 
and  filter.    (Dr.  C.  Wachtel.    D.R.P.  384,588.)

XXXIV.   Grasses— Oats 

The  reason  for  including  the  oat  plant,  Avena  sativa,  L., 
ia  the  pharmaceutical  syllabus  is  not  obvious,  its  occur- 
rence in  the  pharmacy  itself  being  in  the  form  of  toilet

oatmeal,  while  the- embryo  pharmacist  has  met  crushed 
oats  as  porridge  or  oatmeal  gruel.  The  oat  plant 
has  the  typical  hollow  stems  and  two-ranked  leaves  (with 
ligules)  of  the  grasses.     The  inflorescence  of  the  oat  is

a  panicle  or  compound  raceme ;  the  result  is  the  appear- 
ance (Fig.  110)  associated  with  oats  of -flower  heads  or 
spikelets  suspended  on  delicate  -filaments  swaying  even 
in  the  gentlest  breeze.     Each  spikelet  contains  three  to 


five  flowers,  which  are  often  reduced  to  two  only.  Inside 
the  two  outermost  protective  bracts,  known  as  glumes, 
is  the  outer  palea,  or  flowering  glume,  which  bears  on 
its  back  a  twisted  awn  (Fig.  111).  The  relationships 
of  glumes,  palse,  stamens  and  ovary  are  shown  in 
Fig.  Ill  (2).  This  floral  structure  is  a  refinement  of 
wind  pollination,  which  has  already  been  referred  to  in 
this  genus  (see  Fig.  88).  Pollination  in  oats  and  in 
most  grasses  is  markedly  dependent  upon  the  dryness  or 
the  humidity  of  the  atmosphere.  Rain  may  delay  the 
opening  of  the  glumes  and  the  extension  of  the  stamens 
for  days.  In  sunshine  the  anthers  of 
the  fully-developed  flowers  are  ex- 
tended with  extraordinary  rapidity 
and  pollen  shed  within  a  few  minutes. 
The  filaments  of  the  anthers  can  be- 
come three  to  four  times  their  original 
length  within  some  minutes.  The 
economic  value  of  oats  lies  in  the 
starchy  endosperm  of  its  ripe  fruit 
(Fig.  112).  The  starch  grains  pro- 
vide a  store  of  reserve  food  for  the 
young  embryo.  This  has  traversed 
the  stalk  (or  funicle)  of  the  young- 
fruit  or  ovule  as  sugar  in  solution,  to 
be  changed  into  starch  by  some  pro- 
cess of  dehydration  in  which  the  plas- 
tids  are  concerned.  In  the  leaf,  starch 
formation  oidy  occurs  inside  chloro- 
plasts,  and  in  starchy  storage  tissue, 
such  as  seeds  and  tubers,  only  in  con- 
tact with  colourless  plastids  called 
Jeucoplasts.  The  close  connection  be- 
tween chloroplasts  and  leucoplasts  is 
shown  in  the  "  greening  "  of  growing 
potato  tubers  exposed  to  light  when 
the  colourless  leucoplastid  develops 
chlorophyll  and  changes  into  a  chloro- 
plast.  Little  is  known  of  the  chemistry 
or  mechanics  of  starch  formation  which 
results  in  the  characteristic  layering 
and  shape  of  starch  grains.  *  Each 
grain  begins  to  grow  in  the  'plastid  from  a  centre 
known  as  the  hilum,  and  the  light  and  dark 
strata  may  be  developed  concentrically  around  this 
as  in  wheat  (Fig.  113  (1)).  or  eccentrically  as 
in  turmeric  and  potato  (Fig.  113  (3  and  4)).  Again, 
the  starch  grain  may  have  two  or  more  hila,  when 
it  is  termed  compound  (Fig.  113  (4)  and  (6)).  The  shape 
and  size  of  starch  grains  are  usually  sufficiently  uniform 
to  give  valuable  aid  in  identifying  the  crushed  or 
powdered  seed,  and  thus  form  an  important  feature  in  the 
identification  of  powdered  drugs  and  the  possible  adultera- 
tion with  cheaper  starchy  products.  The  oat  starch  grain 
is  a  compound  grain,  lenticular  or  watch-shaped,  with 
loose  grains  associated  therewith.    The  starch  grains  of

rice,  are  very  similar  in  appearance,  but  this  has  very 
few  whole -grains.  The  appearance  of  starch  grains  may 
be  characteristic  of  whole  natural  orders  :  thus,  the  split 
hilum  of  the  pea  (Fig.  113  (2))  is  seen  in  the  LeijuniinoscB.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

There  is  Something  Rotten, 

apparently,  in  the  state  of 
Denmark  as  regards  price  cutting.  I  see  the  Chesterfield 
Association  couples  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  with 
Mr.  Ridyard  in  its  condemnation  of  the  latter's  action 
in  this  respect,  and  the  letter  of  Mr.  R.  Hunter,  pub- 
lished by  you  last  week,  calls  loudly  for  an  explanation 
from  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association.  It  is 
undoubtedly  a  very  difficult  thing  to  control  the  action 
of  individuals  in  such  a  matter,  and,  as  I  have  always 
contended,  exceptional  cases  may  arise  in  which  a  man 
may  reasonably  refuse  to  be  bound  by  any  general  agree- 
ment ;  but  this  cannot  apply  to  one  who  is  himself  a 
consenting  party  to  such  an  agreement,  much  less  to  the 
body  officially  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  it. 
If  such  cases  as  those  referred  to  become  common,  there 
will  be  an  end  to  all  anti-cutting  arrangements,  for  the 
practice  had  better  be  carried  on  openly  than  under 
cover  of  a  pretence  of  uniformity  of  price.  We  ought  to 
welcome  the  exposure  of  these  irregularities,  for  that  is 
the  surest  wav  to  stop  them,  as  stopped  they  must  be 
if  these  protective  associations  are  not  to  be  brought  into 
contempt. 

Some  of  Your  Correspondents  - 

appear  to  think  my  attitude 
towards  the  question  of  Insurance  dispensing  terms  pusil- 
lanimous because  I  counsel  abstinence  from  bounce  and 
bluster  and  preparedness  to  consider  the  possibility  of 
accepting  reduced  terms  before  (as  "  Naretev  "  puts  it) 
"cutting  the  painter."  That  some  reduction  of  terms 
■will  ;be  proposed  to  us  is  more  than  likely,  and  all  I 
advise  is  that  we  should  not  again  imitate  the  lady 
who,  "  saying  she  would  ne'er  consent,  consented."  We 
have  done  it  once  or  twice,  and  have  thus  queered  our 
pitch  quite  sufficiently  already.  What  I  would  suggest, 
if  there  were  any  likelihood  of  such  an  obviously  sensible 
thing  being  done,  is  that  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
should,  before  they  begin,  submit  to  every  panel  chemist 
the  view  of  the  Executive  upon  the  matter,  and  obtain 
a  mandate  for  the  acceptance  or  rejection  (as  the  case 
might  be)  of  any  offer  that  may  be  made  to  us.  Since 
this  will  not  be  done,  seeing  that  we  are  as  a  body 
incapable  of  concerted  action,  let  us  at  least  maintain 
an  appearance  of  dignity  by  discussing  the  matter  quietly 
and  with  a  due  regard  to  the  facts  of  the  case. 

It  is  Useless  to  Bewail 

the  lack  of  "  a  sound  organisation 
and  a  Mussolini  " ;  we  have  got  the  organisation  the 
gods  have  sent  us  (it  was  hardly  our  choice),  and  I,  for 
one,  don't  want  a  Mussolini — we  must  make  the  best  use 
we  can  of  the  tools  we  have.  If  the  mountain  will  not 
come  to  Mahomet,  Mahomet  can  go  to  the  mountain  : 
if  the  R.P.U.  will  not  ask  for  a  mandate  we  can  give 
it  one  by  making  known  through  its  branches  or  by 
direct  communication  with  headquarters  what  we  will 
and  what  we  will  not  accept.  The  branches,  where 
they  exist,  are,  of  course,  the  proper  channel.  What 
else  are  they  for?  Every  branch  ought  at  once  to  come 
to  a  resolution  binding  on  its  members,  and  make  it 
known  to  the  Executive.  When  all  have  spoken,  a  general 
agreement  should  not  be  impossible,  and  this  being  arrived 
at  should  be  acted  upon  fearless  of  results.  If  we  are 
not  capable  of  as  much  cohesion  as  this  our  case  is 
hopeless.  Meanwhile  public  argument  in  the  0.  <f  T>. 
or  elsewhere  is  helpful,  but  public  protests  that  we  won't 
do  this  or  that  are  worse  than  useless.  History  refutes 
them. 

Dr.  Leech, 

in  his  lecture  on  "  New  Remedies  "  at  Manches- 
ter, spoke  of  the  introduction  of  cod-liver  oil  by  a 
physician  of  that  city  many  years  ago.  This  would,  I 
presume,  be  Thomas  Percival,  M.D.,  F.R.S.,  who  prac- 
tised first  at  Warrington  and  afterwards  in  Manchester, 


and  is  said  to  have  done  much  for  the  health  of  the 
latter  town.  He  recommended  the  oil  for  chronic  rheu- 
matism, for  which  purpose  it  had  been  for  a  long  time 
in  popular  use  on  the  Continent,  publishing  his  views 
in  the  "London  Medical  Journal"  in  1782.  Apparently 
the  oil  did  not  "  catch  on  "  very  rapidly,  for  Dr.  Bardsley 
in  1807  still  spoke  of  it  as  a  more  or  less  local  remedy, 
"in  high  repute  in  Lancashire  ";  Rennie  knew  nothing 
of  it  in  1837,  and  when  introduced  into  the  London 
Pharmacopoeia  in  1851  it  was  more  as  a  food  than  a 
medicine — in  tubercular  disease,  and  so  forth. 

Compulsory  Latin, 

I  see,  is  being  reintroduced  into  French 
lycees  and  other  high-grade  schools  with  the  happiest 
effect.  So  far  from  being  deterred,  pupils  are  attracted 
by  the  subject;  and  I  have  recently  had  evidence  that 
to  some  of  our  boys  Latin  is  the  most  attractive  of  all 
studies,  and  the  one  in  which  they  excel.  It  may  be 
said  that  such  boys  will  take  Latin  for  a  subject  whether 
it  is  compulsory  or  not ;  but  they  cannot  do  this  if  they 
have  no  opportunity  of  learning  it,  and  the  making  of 
it  compulsory  would  react  on  the  schools,  causing  some 
that  have  dropped  tc  resume  it.  This  argument  may  be 
too  remote  from  "  practical  politics  "  to  have  any  weight 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council,  but  it  may 
help  to  strengthen  the  growing  impression  that  it  was  a 
mistake  to  drop  compulsory  Latin  from  our  Preliminary. 

Professor  Meakins, 

in  his  address  on  insulin  at  the  evening 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Edinburgh, 
gave  fresh  currency  to  the  notion  that  the  abbreviated 
form  of  "  Recipe  "  in  physicians'  prescriptions  is  a  relio 
of  an  old  invocation  of  Jupiter  with  which  Roman 
physicians  were  in  the  habit  of  prefacing  their  prescrip- 
tions. This  notion,-  first  started,  I  believe,  by  Paris 
in  his  "  Pharmacologia,"  and  adopted  by  Pereira,  is  a 
pure  assumption,  and  has  been  completely  exploded.  As 
Wootton  says,  Roman  physicians  did,  no  doubt,  write 
prescriptions  ;  but  as  none  of  them  have  come  down  to 
us  it  is  rather  hardy  to  father  upon  them  a  custom  of 
which  no  other  evidence  exists,  merely  to  bolster  up  a 
theory  so  gratuitous  and  impossible. 

Mr.  Percival  Padwick, 

in  his  lecture  "  Off  the  Beaten  Track 
with  a  Camera  "  at  Brighton,  said  that  charcoal  burning 
is  still  carried  on  under  primitive  conditions  in  isolated 
districts.  In  the  last  year  of  the  war  I  came  across  a 
charcoal  burner  at  work  in  a  beechwood  not  thirty  miles 
from  London,  and  had  a  most  interesting  talk  with 
him.  He  was  an  old  man  entitled,  I  should  say,  by  his 
years  to  a  pension,  and  I  understood  that  he  had 
resumed  this  industry  at  the  instance  of  the  War  Office, 
who  were  using  charcoal  for  some  special  purpose,  which 
he  did  not  explain.  The  billets  of  wood  were  built  up 
into  large  conical  heaps,  air-holes  being  left  at  the 
bottom,  and  an  open  space  to  serve  as  a  chimney  in  the 
middle,  and  then  covered  with  damp  earth.  These  cones 
he  lit  at  the  top,  and  they  burned  downwards,  the  com- 
bustion gradually  spreading  from  the  centre  to  the 
surface.  A  thick  white  smoke  arose  from  them,  and  if 
I  did  not  misunderstand  what  I  was  told,  the  "  pale 
blue  spire  "  which  Mr.  Gosse,  in  his  beautiful  poem, 
"The  Charcoal-Burner,"  describes  as  rising  above  the 
man's  "  scented  labour,"  can  only  refer  to  the  smoke 
seen  from  afar  above  the  intervening  tree-tops,  and 
not  to  what  issues  immediately  from  the  cones,  such 
smoke  being  a  sign  that  the  wood  is  being  too  rapidly 
and  completely  burnt.  I  had  not  for  many  years  spent 
a  more  interesting  half-hour,  nor  seen  a  prettier  sight.

Spirit  Dispensing  by  Chemists 

A  press  controversy  has  been  carried  on  in  Scotland 
.  for  some  weeks  back  upon  a  subject  which  is  of  direct 
interest  to  chemists  and  druggists.  The  question  dis- 
cussed has  been  whether  or  not  a  chemist  could  lawfully 
supply  spirits  to  a  6ick  person  in  an  area  throughout 
which  licences  to ;  sell  or  supply  liquor  by  retail  had 
been  taken  away  by  a  "  no-licence  "  vote  under  the 
Temperance  (Scotland)  Act,  1913.  The  latest  accepted 
statement  of  the  position  is  contained  in  the  following 
letter  which  appeared  in  the  "  Scotsman  "  of  Novem- 
ber 28,  and  as  we  are  not  in  complete  agreement  with 
the  views  expressed  we  will  put  shortly  before  our 
readers  what  we  think  is  the  correct  interpretation  of 
the  rather  involved  law  governing  the  subject  of  these 
sales 

Sib, — There  seems  still  to  be  a  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the 
general  public  as  to  whether  or  not  alcoholic  liquors  would 
b)  obtainable  for  illness  in  No-Licence  areas.  As  one  who 
has  paid  considerable  attention  to  this  question,  would  you 
permit  me  to  mention  some  relative  facts:  — 

(1)  In  1743  an  Act  was  passed  stating  that  no  Exciso 
licence  is  required  for  the  sale  of  "  spirits  or  spirituous 
liquors,"  but.  "for  sick,  lame,  or  distempered  persons- 
only."  (16  George  II,  c.  8,  s.  12.)  This  section  of  the  Act 
has  never  been  repealed. 

(2)  In  answer  to  inquiries  from  various  chemists,  Mr. 
■Rutherford  Hill,  resident  secretary,  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain,  under  date  October  30.  1923,  said  a 
chemist  "may  dispense  any  spirituous  liquor  if  it  is 
prescribed  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  for  the 
treatment  of  disease." 

(3)  In  1920  a  number  of  chemists  asked  the  Secretary 
for  Scotland  through  the  secretary  of  the  local  branch  of 
Ihe  Pharmaceutical   Society    if  they  could  sell  Vibrona, 
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Wincarnis,  and  other  such  strongly  alcoholic,  proprietary, 
bo  called  medicated  wines;  but  were  told  that  they  could 
not  do  so  without  an  Excise  licence.  This  answer  has  no 
reference  to  spirits  sold  on  prescription.. 

(4)  For  many  years  I  have  prescribed  rectified  spirit  or 
other  spirituous  liquor  in  the  rare  cases  in  which  I  thought 
it  necessary,  and  had  it  promptly  dispensed  just  as  chloro- 
form, morphine,  or  cocaine  would  have  been.  In  a  No- 
Licence  area  chemists  would  be  prepared  with  the  common 
forms  of  spirit  which  at  present  is  not  usually  the  case. — 
I  am,  etc.,  W.  L.  Reid,  M.D. 

It  may  be  remarked  that  the  old  Act  of  1742-3  which 
the  writer  of  the  letter  cays  grants  this  exemption  is 
one  which  applies  to  England  and  Wales  as  well  as  to 
•Scotland.  Now  as  to  (1)  and  (2)  our  objection  is  that 
the  writer  overlooks  some  material  words  of  the  Act, 
and  by  doing  so  is  liable  to  give  an  erroneous  impression 
of  the  way  in  which  the  exemption  operates.  The  exact 
words  of  the  section  will  show  this  :  an  exemption  ia 
granted  to  "  chemists  as  to  any  spirits  or  spirituous 
liquors  which  they  may  use  in  the  preparation  or  making 
up  of  medicines  for  sick,  lame,  or  distempered  persons 
only."  That  clearly  enough  would  not  cover  sales  by 
a  chemist  of  spirits  which,  though  prescribed  for  a  sick 
person,  were  not  in  fact  compounded  into  medicine. 
Yet  that  is  what  the  words  of  Dr.  Reid  and  of  Mr. 
Rutherford  Hill,  whom  he  quotes,  would  appear  to  imply. 
Indeed,  the  statement  as  to  his  practice  in  prescribing 
rectified  spirit  contained  in  paragraph  (4)  leaves  no  doubt 
that  in  Dr.  Reid's  view  this  is  allowable  under  the  Act 
of  1742-3;  but  as  there  is  a  very  material  distinction 
to  be  made  between  spirits  and  spirits  made  up  into 
medicine  (which  is  what  the  Act  exempts),  \vp  cannot 
accept  the  wider  interpretation  which  is  conveyed  in  his 
letter.  Chemists  may  be  reminded,  too,  that  as  regards 
this  question  our  interpretation  coincides  with  that  held 
by  the  Government  Department  entrusted  with  the 
administration  of  these  licensing  Acts— the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise.  So  far  back  as  1880,  in  making 
a  concession  to,  amongst  others,  registered  chemists  and 
druggists  to  sell  without  Excise  licence  small  quantities 
of  alcohol,  the  Board  say  :— 

The  sale  of  so-called  medicated  spirits  to  the  public  is 
open  _  to  so  much  abuse  that  the  Commissioners  do  not 
sanction  any  such  sale  without  licence,  unless  the  spirit  be 
in  the  form  of  a  recognise  1  pharmaceutical  preparation. 
— (C  &  D.  Diary,  1923,  p.  232.) 

And  there  is  not  the  slightest  reason  to  suppose  that 
these  Excise  limitations  upon  sale  have  been  in  any 
degree  relaxed  since  1880,  when  they  were  published. 
It  is  true  that  an  extraordinary  section  (11)  in  the 
Temperance  (Scotland)  Act,  1913,  appears,  when  taken 
alone,  to  allow  sales  of  intoxicating  liquor  which  would 
otherwise  be  illegal  to  take  place  "  in  case  of  sickness, 
accident,  or  emergency";  but  read,  as  it  must  be,  with 
the  principal  Licensing  (Scotland)  Act,  1903,  its  effect 
will  be  found  to  be  confined  to  sales  by  holders  of 
certificates — of  which  there  can  be  none  in  a  "  no- 
licence  "  area.  The  views  expressed  in  paragraph  (3) 
of  the  letter  appear  to  us  to  be  correct  so  far  as  they 
go  So  far  as  these  liquors  are  wines,  they  cannot  be 
sold,  even  by  chemists  and  druggists,  without  an  Excise 
licence  unless  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioners,  these  being  that  the  liquors  shall  be  so 
medicated  as  to  be  unfit  "for  use  as  a  beverage.  But 
it  is  conceivable  that  the  character  of  .  any  "of  these 
liquors  might  be  so  altered  that  it  would  cease  to  be  a 
wine,  and  in  that  case  it  might  then  well  be  a  "  spirit- 
uous liquor  "  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1742-3, 
and  capable  of  being  dispensed  as  such  by  a  duly  regis- 
tered chemist  and  druggist.  In  a  particular  instance 
this  would  of  course  depend  largely,  if  not  wholly,  upon 
the  expert  evidence  as  to  the  nature  of  the  medicated 
liquor. 


Insurance  Dispensing  Terms 
VIII.  Dispensing  Fees  (continued) 

We  must  now  turn  to  a  consideration  of  the  operation  of 
the  scale  of  dispensing  fees  adopted  by  the  Departmental  - 
Committee  and  included  in  the  Commercial  Tariff  for 
1916,  and  also  of  the  alterations  and  modifications  which 
have  taken  place  in  that  scale  since  1916  as  a  result  of 
negotiations  between  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  repre- 
sentatives of  Insurance  chemists.  In  this  connection  we 
shall  endeavour  to  show  that  there  is  .now  no  definite 
relationship  between  the  dispensing-fee  scale  of  1923  and 
the  scale  included  in  the  commercial  tariff  of  1916.  In 
the  article  which  dealt  with  ingredient  prices  we  have 
shown  that,  during  the  years  succeeding  the  introduction 
of  the  commercial  tariff,  doubt  arose  in  the  minds  of 
chemists  concerning  the  methods  adopted  at  pricing 
bureaux  for  pricing  various  classes  of  prescriptions.  This 
uncertainty  also  existed  in  connection  with  dispensing 
fees.  A  system  had  grown  up  whereby  medicaments  were 
awarded  a  dispensing  fee  which  varied  according  to  the 
probability  of  the  preparation  having  been  supplied  from 
stock  or  compounded  extemporaneously.  Chemists'  repre- 
sentatives therefore  endeavoured  to  leave  no  opening  for 
the  exercise  of  this  discretion  on  the  part  of  pricings 
officials,  but  sought  by  laying  down  definite  rules  to 
ensure  that  every  chemist  should  be  able  to  know  the 
exact  fee  payable  in  respect  of  any  particular  prescription. 
In  order  to  effect  this  improvement  more  bargaining  took 
place  between  the  two  negotiating  bodies,  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  Local  Associations  Executive.  An 
entirely  new  scale  of  fees  was  put  forward,  which  had 
very  little  reference  to  the  principles  established  by  the 
Departmental  Committee.  That  committee  stated  defi- 
nitely that  : — 

There  are  differences  in  the  degree  of  time  and  'kill 
required  in  the  dispensing  of  different  kinds  of  medica- 
ments, and  it  is  right  that  these  differences  should  be 
recognised  by  the  amount  of  the  fee.  (34) 

All  vestiges  of  the  system  of  balances  and  compensations 
must  be  eliminated,  and  the  scale  must  be  graded  solely  and 
strictly  by  reference  to  the  relative  degree  of  time  and 
skill  involved  in  the  task  of  dispensing  each  medicament 
class.  (37)- 

It  is  desirable  to  remember  that  this  new  scale  of 
fees  was  not  imposed  on  chemists  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  :  it  was  prepared  by  the  Local  Associations 
Executive  and  was  submitted  by  them  to  the  Ministry, 
and  after  consideration  and  with  some  modifications '  it 
was  approved  by  the  Ministry.  As  a  result,  the  distinc- 
tions which  previously  existed  between  stock  and  ex- 
temporaneous fees  were  removed  and  the  decimal  figures 
were  eliminated  from  the  scale,  leaving  all  dispensing 
fees  as  whole  numbers.  We  have  always  considered 
this  Jatter  alteration  to  be  of  doubtful  advantage.  It 
vvas  an  excellent  arrangement  while  allowances  for  extra 
expenses  were  being  added  to  the  chemists'  remuneration; 
but  in  1922  chemists  realised  that  deductions  could  also 
be  made  in  whole  numbers,  and  the  process  begun  then 
may  be  repeated  on  future  occasions.  One  advantage 
which  chemists  reaped  from  the  alterations  in  the  dis- 
pensing-fee scale  was  the  abolition  of  the  stock-mixture 
clause,  which  provided  for  the  payment  of  a  reduced 
fee  in  the  case  of  certain  selected  mixtures.  To  balance 
this  on  the  other  side  of  the  account,  however,  about 
130  preparations  were  added  to  the  drug  tariff,  in  respect 
of  which  a  reduced  dispensing  fee  was  to  be  payable  in 
the  future.  And  so,  by  a  eeries  of  bargains  and  com- 
pensations, the  introduction  of  an  entirely  new  scale  of 
dispensing  fees  was  effected.    The  examples  given  in  the 
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following  table  will  serve  to  show  the  differences  between 
the  1916  dispensing  fees  and  those  adopted  for  1921  : —

It  will  be  noticed  that  while  the  1916  scale  and  1920 
scale  bear  a  definite  relationship  to  each  other,  there  is 
no  sort  of  relationship  whatever  between  the  1920  scale 
and  that  of  1921.  For  instance,  while  the  mixture  fee 
has  been  slightly  increased,  the  fee  for  bulk  powders 
has  remained  stationary  and  the  fees  for  capsules  and 
tablets  have  been  reduced  by  more  than  half.  The  fee 
for  cachets  has  increased,  while  the  fee  for  pills  has 
decreased.  Chiefly  noticeable  is  the  fact  that  all  the 
fees  shown  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  table,  which  in 

1920  ranged  from  5.4d.  for  mixtures  to  15. 6d.  for  tablets, 
have  now  been  brought  into  one  group,  and  each  has 
been  awarded  one  flat-rate  fee  of  sixpence.  This  cer- 
tainly does  not  accord  with  the  principles  laid  down  by 
the  Departmental  Committee.  No  flat  rate  of  payment 
for  such  a  wide  range  of  medicaments  would  ever  have 
been  accepted  by  that  Committee.  One  has  only  to  read 
the  minutes  of  evidence  given  on  the  tenth  day  of  the 
inquiry  to  realise  this.  In  the  1916  tariff  scale  there 
was  a  higher  dispensing  fee  for  those  preparations  which 
were  prepared  extemporaneously,  and  a  lower  fee  for 
preparations  not  required  to  be  compounded  or  prepared 
by_  the  .chemist — that  is,  for  preparations  which  were 
supplied  from  stock.  If  a  chemist  actually  spread  a 
special  plaster  in  the  pharmacy,  then  he  received  a  dis- 
pensing fee  for  it  which  was  commensurate  with  the  pro- 
fessional skill  required.     But  in  the  scale  adopted  for 

1921  there  were  no  higher  fees  than  sixpence  for  plasters, 
capsules,  or  tablets  ;  and,  however  true  it  may  be  that 
as  a  general  rule  chemists  buy  these  things  ready  made, 
the  majority  of  pharmacists  are  sometimes  called  upon 
to  prepare  one  or  more  of  these  medicaments  extempor- 
aneously. The  dispensing  fee,  however,  under  the  1921 
scale  could  never  be  more  than  sixpence  for  plasters  or 
for  twenty-four  tablets  or  capsules,  and  therefore  it  is 
obvious  that  according  to  the  views  expressed  by  the 
Departmental  Committee  the  pharmacist  on  these  occa- 
sions is  considerably  underpaid  for  the  professional  work 
he  performs.  A  detailed  comparison  of  the  dispensing- 
fee  scales  for  different  years  is  very  interesting.  In  the 
case  of  many  preparations,  it  can  be  shown  that  consider- 
able changes  have  taken  place  since  the  introduction  of 
the  commercial  tariff  of  1916  in  the  value  placed  upon 
the  time  or  professional  skill  required  to  compound  them. 
We  must  content  ourselves,  however,  with  two  or  three 
examples.  The  mixture  fee  in  1916  was  2.8d.,  and  the 
fee  for  plasters  was  6.8d.  Both  these  figures  included 
0.8d.  for  establishment  charges,  so  the  net  fees  were 
2d.  for  mixtures  and  6d.  for  plasters.  We  may  therefore 
assume  that  in  1916,  at  least,  the  operation  of  spreading 
a  plaster  was  either  three  times  more  difficult  or  more 
lengthy  than  the  compounding  of  a  mixture,  and  we 
think  this  was  a  very  fair  estimate.  Five  years  later, 
however,  the  same  commercial  tariff,  with  its  principles 


presumably  unchanged,  fixed  the  dispensing  fee  for  a 
mixture  and  a  plaster  at  the  same  figure — namely,  6d. 
Either  the  chemist  has  become  more  expert,  therefore, 
because  of  the  volume  of  Insurance  dispensing  he  has 
had  to  deal  with  during  the  intervening  years,  or  else 
a  scheme  of  bargains  and  compromises  has  brought  about 
a  fundamental  change  in  the  basis  on  which  the  scale  of 
dispensing  fees  is  calculated.  Again,  the  fee  for  plasters 
in  1916  wa6  6.8d.,  and  for  blisters  it  was  4d.  Mr. 
Woolcock,  in  examining  Colonel  Harrison,  said  : — 

We  agree  that  plasters  must  come  from  the  class  mixGd 
with  blisters? 

Mr.  Harrison:  Plasters  certainly  take  longer  than  blisters, 
probably  twice  as  long. 

The  index  figures  fixed  by  this  witness  for  plasters 
and  blisters  were  15  and  8.  Yet  in  the  1921  dispensing- 
fee  scale  we  find  plasters  and  blisters  back  again  in 
the  same  group,  and  all  going  at  sixpence. 

The  Rise  in  Platinum 

The  firmer  aspect  of  the  platinum  market  within  the  past 
month  or  two  has  aroused  no  little  interest  among  mer- 
chants and  dealers.  It  has  to  be  observed  that  seasonal 
requirements  from  the  jewellery  trade  has  meant  a  greater 
demand,  and  the  resulting  firm  position  is  likely  to  be 
maintained  until  larger  supplies  are  attracted  by  the 
abnormally  high  level  of  prices.  Present  value  now 
stands  at  fully  three  times  the  pre-war  figure,  which  was 
about  £9  5s.  per  ounce.  The  highest  point  ever  touched 
was  £38  10s.  early  in  1920.  During  last  year  the  price  of 
refined  platinum  fluctuated  from  about  £19  10s.,  early  in 
January,  up  to  £25  towards  the  end  of  December.  It 
then  reacted  slightly.  At  the  opening  of  this  year 
platinum  could  be  bought  at  about  £23  10s., and  fluctuations 
were  comparatively  small  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
year.  Last  October,  when  quotations  were  around 
£24  10s.,  a  much  more  active  demand  became  manifest, 
especially  on  French  and  American  account.  This  was 
soon  felt  in  this  market,  as  very  limited  supplies  were  in 
existence,  and  the  price  for  either  raw  or  refined  metal 
has  advanced  by  several  pounds  an  ounce.  Recently  the 
price  has  ranged  from  £28  10s.  to  £29.  while  crude 
platinum  stands  at  £26  to  £26  10s.  The  present  state  of 
the.  Russian  platinum  industry  still  leaves  much  to  be 
desired,  and  it  is  not  expected  to  improve  much  yet 
awhile..  The  comparatively  small  quantities  which  are  being 
obtained  from  the  Urals,  it  is  understood,  are  marketed 
privately  by  the  Soviet  Government.  According  to  re- 
liable information  received  here  last  week,  some  6,500 
ounces  ha-ve  been  recently  sold  direct  to  the.  United 
States.  The  amount  paid,  however,  has  not  transpired. 
So  far  as  can  be  gathered  there  is  little  prospect  of  any 
quantities  of  the  metal  becoming  available  for  this 
market  from  other  sources.  But  although  users  can 
hardly  expect  to  experience  any  immediate  relief,  the  high 
price  may  eventually  have  a  stimulating  effect  at  old 
or  new  sources  of  production.  There  are,  as  is  well 
known,  but  few  important  producing  centres.  The  most 
promising,  outside  of  Russia,  is  Colombia-  The  output 
from  this  country  in  1913  amounted  to  about  15,000  ounces, 
and  by  1920  it  had  increased  to  35,000  ounces.  This 
comparatively  new  source  of  production  was  of  great 
value  during  the  war-period,  when  the  Russian  supply  was 
cut  off.  Although  there  is  no  reliable  data  available  of 
the  Colombian  output,  it  is  roughly  estimated  to  have 
doubled  itself  since  1920.  At  this  rate  the  output  would 
thus  be  approaching  about  70,000  ounces  per  annum.  Such 
an  estimate  is,  nevertheless,  possibly  exaggerated.  There 
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is  no  doubt,  however,  that  the  Colombian  production  is 
capable  of  further  development.  There  are  ample  capital 
resources,  and  the  industry  has  the  advantage  of  the 
most  up-to-date  means  of  exploitation.  According  to  recent 
reports  from  Russia,  the  rehabilitation  of  the  industry  in 
the  Ural  Mountains  is  a  difficult  problem,  and  its  solu- 
tion, aggravated  by  dissensions  on  financial  points  between 
departments  of  the  Soviet  Government,  will  probably  take 
some  time  to  accomplish.  Improved  means  of  exploita- 
tion are  now  apparently  considered  essential,  inasmuch  as 
most  of  the  richest  platinum  deposits  have  been  already 
exhausted.  An  exploitation  scheme  was  recently  reported 
to  have  been  prepared  by  the  Ural  Platinum  Trust,  to  be 
carried  out  over  a  period  of  fifteen  years.  This  would 
ensure  an  average  production  of  200  poods  per  annum  or 
about  a  half  of  the  full  pre-war  output.  A  total  expen- 
diture of  20,000,000  roubles  within  two  and  a  half  years 
would  be  involved,  but  so  far  this  scheme  has  not 
been  adopted,  although  it  is  considered  essential  if  the 
Russian  industry  is  again  to  be  established.  In  the 
meantime,  the  supplying  of  the  world's  needs  is  obviously 
dependent  on  the  Colombian  output,  which  is  already 
ahead  of  the  present  production  in  the  Urals.  Most 
metals  in  the  platinum  group  of  late  have  been  stronger 
under  increased  demand.  Palladium  has  advanced  to 
£17  10s.  per  ounce,  and  a  most  striking  feature  has  been 
iridium,  winch,  after  selling  only  a  month  ago  at  about 
£63,  now  stands  at  as  high  as  £72  an  ounce,  which,  how- 
ever, ig  much  above  buyers'  views. 


Dutch  Export  Organisation 

There  is  at  present  a  movement  on  foot  in  Holland  to 
centralise  Dutch  export  trade  in  one  world-wide  organisa- 
tion, with  the  object  of  actively  promoting  the  country's 
foreign  trade  on  a  systematic  basis.  It  is  proposed  that 
the  industrial  undertakings  of  the  kingdom  should  com- 
bine to  constitute  various  groups,  which  .would  entrust 
their  export  business  to  the  new  central  organisation. 
The  latter  would  create  the  necessary  apparatus,  con- 
sisting in  establishing  agencies  and  appointing  its  own 
representatives  in  various  foreign  countries  to  secure 
orders,  or  effect  6ales,  on  behalf  of  the  affiliated  Dutch 
concerns,  extending  its  activities  to  all  markets  holding 
out  a  promise  of  profitable  business,  even  on  a  small 
scale.  However,  the  scope  of  this  proposed  organisation 
is  not  to  be  limited  solely  to  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  exporters  participating  in  this  scheme,  since  it  is 
proposed  that  it  should  also  undertake  to  purchase  abroad, 
and  consequently  import  into  Holland  and  market  in 
that  country  articles  which  are  not  manufactured  in 
Holland.  Special  attention  is  to  be  paid  towards  develop- 
ing trade  with  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  British  India, 
and  South  Africa.  For  the  present,  should  this  plan  be 
carried  into  effect,  it  is  proposed  to  concentrate  on  a 
certain  number  of  lines,  which  have  been  selected  because 
they  are  held  to  fit  in  particularly  well  with  the  aim 
of  the  projected  organisation,  and  which  would  yield  the 
lion's  share  of  the  profits,  since  they  are  already  well 
known  abroad  and  have  a  large  sale  in  several  foreign 
countries.  The  new  organisation  is  to  be  a  purely  busi- 
ness concern,  run  by  business  men  and  industrialists, 
and  not  a  Government  bureau.  It  will  take  the  form 
of  a  public  company,  the  shareholders  to  receive  at  least 
6  per  cent,  interest  on  their  shares,  as  well  as  half  of 
all  profits  exceeding  this  amount.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
realisation  of  this  plan  will  not  only  assist  materially 
in  developing  Holland's  foreign  trade,  but  will  also  be 
a  practical  solution  of  the  prevailing  industrial  depres- 
sion. A  commission  of  six  prominent  merchants, 
financiers  and  experts  has  been  formed  to  study  the 
proposal,  and  a  meeting,  at  which  the  leading  firms  of 
the  country  will  be  represented,  has  been  arranged  to 
discuss  its  feasibility. 


A  Poet-Pharmacist

It  does  not  appear  that  pharmacy  has  contributed  very 
greatly  to  literature.  By  literature  I  mean  the  art  of 
letters,  not  its  use  for  expressing  scientific  investigation. 
The  choice  use  of  language  for  exciting  the  emotions  of 
the  mind  and  portrayal  of  animated  and  various  human 
sentiment  is  very  different  from  the  narration  of  studious 
judgments  of  a  court  of  law  or  the  findings  of  precise 
science.  Poet-pharmacists  are  few  and  hard  to  find,  while 
essayists  and  novelists  in  pharmacy  are  almost  as  rare. 
Literarv  gifts  do  not  seem  to  be  in  the  pharmaceutical 
breed.  We  engender  men  of  science  and  medicine  very 
often  ;  indeed,  it  may  fairly  be  said  that  we  are  a  stage 
in  their  evolution.  We  turn  out  Nonconformist  ministers 
in  abundance,  and  clergy  for  the  Church,  and  occasionally 
actors,  artists  and  soldiers;  teachers,  too,  are  very  com- 
monly of  pharmaceutical  ancestry.  A  poet-pharmacist 
with  a  distinguished  literary  son  is  worth  remembering. 

At  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  in  social 
intercourse,  I  frequently  mentioned  the  name  of  Gissing. 
I  found  too  often  that  his  name  excited  no  comment  or 
only  a  languid  recognition  that  such  a  man  had  existed, 
but  what  he  wrote  and  who  he  was  my  companions 
scarcely  knew.  Yet  the  father,  Thomas  Waller  Gissing, 
who  followed  our  calling, 
was  no  mean  poet,  and 
the  son  is  so  highly 
esteemed  by  men  of 
literary  taste  that  they 
consider  him  one  of  the 
most  gifted  writers  of  his 
day.  I  had  the  good 
fortune  recently  to  come 
into  possession  of  an  old 
glass  photograph  of  the 
father,  and  the  present 
illustration  is  a  copy 
made  from  it.  My  father 
was  an  assistant  with  the 
elder  Gissing  at  the  time 
when  the  son  George  was 
born.  This  occurred  some 
seventy  years  ago,  when 
the  elder  Gissing  had  a 
pharmacy  at  Wakefield. 
My  father  used  to  speak 
of  him  as  an  extremely 
quiet  man  given  to  botany  and  cultured  reading.  He 
published  several  poems,  which  appeared  in  various 
periodicals^ of  the  times  or  in  the  "  Wakefield  Free  Press." 
Thomas  Gissing  had  a  few  choice  friends  among  the  more 
intellectual  of  his  townsmen,  but  he  was  not  a  Yorkshire 
man,  nor  popular  or  at  home  among  them.  His  poems 
appeared  in  book  form  under  the  title  of  "  Metrical  Com- 
positions, by  T.  W.  G.,"  and  "  Margaret  and  Other  Poems, 
by  an  East  Anglian."  His  son  George  showed  great 
promise  as  a  boy.  He  and  his  father  seem  to  have  been 
intimate  companions  while  he  was  young,  the  father 
reading  the  more  noble  authors  to  the  lad  on  Sunday 
mornings  in  his  garden.  He  gained  a  scholarship  and 
went  to  Manchester  to  college,  but,  alas  !  fell  into  bad 
company,  and  was  ignominiously  expelled.  But  for  this 
bad  start  in  life,  it  is  considered  by  his  friends  that  he 
would  have  been  one  of  the  foremost  classical  scholars 
of  hi9  day.  The  sombre  disposition  which  the  son  in- 
herited tinged  his  literary  work,  and  the  sadness  of  many 
of  his  books  makes  his  novels  unpopular  to-day  ;  but  as 
literature  they  are  amongst  the  best.  Tlie  "  Private 
Papers  of  Henry  Rycroft  "  reveal  his  inner  mind,  and  are 
wonderfully  charming  and  full  of  literary  grace.  His 
best-known  novels  are  "  New  Grub  Street,"  "  Thyrza,"- 
and  "  The  Nether  World."

Thomas  Waller  Gissing 
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Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain 
Council -meeting 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  December  5,  Mr.  E.  T. 
Neathercoat  (President)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Hines  was 
absent  owing  to  a  bereavement  in  his  family. 

Death 

In  opening  the  proceedings,  the  President  referred 
to  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Rymer  Young,  who,  he  said, 
was  one  of  their  most  prominent  representatives.  A  few 
months  ago  at  that  table  they  were  regretting  the  fact 
of  Mr.  Young's  severance  of  his  connection  with  the 
Council,  and  now  that  day  they  were  deploring  his  death. 
On  the  previous  occasion  an  opportunity  was  taken  of 
referring  to  the  many  services  Mr.  Young  had  rendered 
to  pharmacy  generally,  and  now  they  wished  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  loss  they  had  personally  sustained.  It 
was  not  necessary  for  him  (the  President)  to  say  much, 
as  whatever  he  said  would  be  inadequate  for  the  occasion. 
Mr.  Young  had  a  delightful  personality ;  he  was  a  great 
pharmacist,  a  great  President  of  that  Council,  and,  most 
important  of  all,  he  was  a  great  man.  They  must  express 
in  the  fullest  possible  manner  their  corporate  sense  of 
the  loss  they  had  sustained.  They  must  pay  a  tribute  to 
his  memory,  and  bear  testimony  to  the  work  he  had  per- 
formed during  a  great  many  years  on  behalf  of  pharmacy. 
(Hear,  hear.)  On  behalf  of  the  Society  he  was  convey- 
ing to  Mrs.  Young  and  the  family  their  deep  sense  of 
loss,  and  their  real  sympathy  in  her  bereavement. 

The  Vice-President  seconded  the  President's  tribute ; 
Mr.  White  supported  ;  and  all  stood  in  silence  as  a  mark 
of  respect. 

Elections  and  Restorations 

Several  persons  were  elected  members  and  student- 
associates  of  the  Society ;  a  number  of  persons  were 
restored  to  the  Society  and  several  to  the  Register.  The, 
registrar  reported  that  there  had  been  101  apprentices  or 
students  elected  since  the  last  meeting,  and,  replying  to 
Mr.  Peck,  he  said  that  the  total  figures  under  that 
heading  were  1,552  for  1923,  as  against  1,228  in  1922, 
showing  a  very  considerable  increase. 

Examination  Superintendents 

The  Council  decided  to  appoint  Mr.  E.  White  as  super- 
intendent of  written  examinations  for  London,  with  Mr. 
H.  N.  Linstsad  as  deputy ;  for  Manchester,  Mr.  A.  N. 
Blain  was  appointed ;  and  for  Edinburgh,  Mr.  James 
Nesbitt,  with  Mr.  Donald  McEwan  as  deputy. 

Mr.  Peck  asked  whether  superintendents  would  be 
appointed  for  other  districts. 

The  President  said  the  present  appointments  in  no 
way  interfered  with  such  a  step  being  taken. 

Parliamentary  Representatives 

Considerable  discussion  resulted  upon  the  reading  by 
the  secretary  of  a  letter  received  from  the  Hastings  and 
St.  Leonards  Branch  calling  upon  all  pharmacists  in 
the  country  to  combine  immediately  to  secure  direct 
representation  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  to  obtain 
sufficient  funds  to  attain  that  object. 

The  President  said  the  matter  was  apparently  one 
that  should  be  passed  to  the  Parliamentary  Fund  Com- 
mittee for  consideration. 

Mr.  Simmons  thought  that  if  an  appeal  was  issued  to 
the  country  by  the  Parliamentary  Fund  Committee,  it 
would  be  cordially  received. 

Mr.  Antcliffe  agreed,  and  Mr.  Rowsell  said  he 
received  evidence  of  that  when  he  was  in  Swansea 
recently.  There  were  some  strong  expressions  of  opinion 
in  the  same  direction. 

The  Vice-President  concurred,  although  he  pointed  out 
that  as  things  stood  at  present  it  was  obviously  not 
possible  to  make  the  matter  public. 

Mr.  Parry  thought  the  committee  was  set  up  without 
sufficient  power.  He  trusted,  therefore,  that  the  Council 
would  have  regard  to  what  had  happened  in  reference 
to  the  present  election.  To  his  mind,  there  was  no  reason 
at  all  why  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  should  be 
kept  so  dark  as  in  the  past. 


The  President  pointed  out  that  two  candidates  were 
already  being  supported,  and  they  were  in  opposing 
camps. 

Mr.  Keith  said  neither  of  the  two  candidates  men- 
tioned had  any  possible  chance  of  succeeding  at  the 
poll,  and  he  thought  it  would  be  best  to  choose 
their  candidates  well  in  advance  next  time. 

Mr.  Melhuish  6aid  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any 
official  connection  between  the  Society's  Council  and  the 
representatives  put  up  for  Parliament.  In  ordinary 
matters,  when  they  put  forward  a  policy,  they  referred 
it  to  some  committee,  but  their  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee seemed  to  function  somewhat  like  their  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund.  Unless  somebody  asked  for 
help  it  was  not  given.  He  proposed,  therefore,  that  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  should  be  so  constituted  that 
they  could  take  the  initiative,  put  up  their  own  candi- 
dates, and  generally  pursue  an  aggressive  policy. 

The  President  intimated  that  this  view  would  certainly 
receive  attention,  and  an  announcement  would  be  made 
in  due  course. 

Assistant  Secretary  Appointed 

The  Establishment  Committee  reported  that  106  appli- 
cations had  been  received  for  the  post  of  assistant  secre- 
tary. Fourteen  applicants  were  interviewed,  of  whom 
three  were  selected  to  attend  the  meeting.  Eventually 
the  Council  unanimously  appointed  Mr.  Hugh  N. 
Linstead,  Ph.C. 

Education  Committee 
This  committee  reported  recognition  of  the  following 
institutions  in  respect  of  certain  subjects  for  Part  I  of 
the  Qualifying  examination  : — Dewsbury  Municipal 
Technical  School,  Blackheath  High  School,  Sir  John  Cass 
Technical  Institute,  Blackpool  Technical  School,  Redland 
High  School,  Bristol,  Lincoln  Technical  School  and  Day 
Secondary  School.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Finance  Committee 
The  financial  statement  is  summarised  as  follows  : —

Branch  Meetings 

Accrington. — A  meeting  of  the  North-East  Lancashire 
Branch  was  held  on  November  27.  Mr.  Fred  Law  (secre- 
tary) stated  that  the  President  (Mr.  R.  L.  Gilford,  J. P., 
Blackburn)  was  unable  to  attend,  owing  to  a  severe  cold. 
Consequently,  Mr.  H.  Sidebottom.  of  Accrington,  the 
Vice-President,  was  voted  to  the  chair.  The  chairman 
gave  a  report  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
in  London,  and  emphasised  the  educational  work  of  the 
Society  in  the  interests  of  apprentices  and  students.  The 
conference  discussed  the  length  of  indentures,  allowing 
time  off  for  study,  and  the  remuneration  of  apprentices 
Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons  (Salford),  a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  addressed  the  gathering  on  pharmaceu- 
tical matters.  His  personal  view  was  that  Lancashire 
should  have  greater  representation  on  the  Council,  and 
he  looked  forward  to  the  time  when  this  desirable  result 
would  be  achieved.  In  these  days,  when  the  proceedings 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  were  often  epitomised  in 
small  space  in  the  trade  Press,  the  question  was  some- 
times asked  as  to  what  they  were  doing  for  the  benefit 
of  the  craft.  He  assured  them  that  any  reproach  of 
that  charter  (if  reproach  it  was  intended  to  be)  was 
ill  deserved.  Necessarily,  much  of  their  activity  was 
confined  committee.  The  Council  also  did  much  for 
the  welfare  of  the  qualified  -  chemist,  ■  and  the  Law 
Committee  had  done  much  valuable  work  which  time 
prev  '  *  him  from  outlining  in  detail.  They  had  one 
illustration  -in  the  instructions  given  to  chief  constables 
relating  to  the  sale  of  ammonia  in  properly  authorised 
channels.  The  present  election  contest  brought  to  mind 
the  great  necessity  of  their  profession  having  some 
direct  representation  on  the  floor  of  the  House  of 
Commons.  He  would  like  to  see  the  time  when  the 
Council  would  be  vested  with  powers  to  deal  with 
members-  who  disgraoed  the  craft. 


Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Ireland 

Council -meeting 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  was  held  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street, 
Dublin,  on  November  30,  to  consider  the  matter  of 
subscribing  to  the  Irish  Free  State  Loan.  Dr.  A.  J. 
Barnes.  President  of  the  Society,  was  in  the  chair,  and 
the  following  members  were  also  present  :  Mr.  D.  M. 
Watson  (treasurer),  Dr.  J.  A.  Mitchell,  Messrs.  John 
Smith,  Denis  J.  Nugent,  Fred  Storey,  F.  J.  Fitzpatrick, 
M.  Ryan,  James  Michie,  James  A.  Doyle,  and  Victor  E. 
Hanna 

Mr.  Richard  Blair,  who  was  unable  to  be  present, 
wrote  that  he  approved  of  the  Society  subscribing  to 
the  Free  State  Loan. 

The  President  said  the  reason  why  they  had  sum- 
moned a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  was  that  the 
prospectus  of  the  Free  State  Loan  had  been  issued  on 
the  previous  Saturday,  and  if  -they  had  waited  until 
the  next  Council  meeting  it  would,  in  all  probability, 
have  been  too  late  to  consider  the  question  of  -  subscribing. 

Mr.  Watson  :  Of  course  we  cnuld  buy  the  stock  on 
the  Stock  Exchange  after  the  c'osing  of  the  list,  but 


we  possibly — I  think  very  probably — would  have  to  pay 
an  enhanced  price  for  it. 

The  President  suggested  that  the  treasurer  should 
explain  the  whole  position. 

Mr.  Watson  said  that  the  Society  had  not  a  lot  of 
money.  They  held  £1,800  worth  of  2^  per  cent.  Consols 
and  £300  worth  of  5  per  cent.  War  Loan,  and  money 
on  deposit  in  the  bank  amounting  to  £5C0.  These  stocks 
would  realise  £1.326,  and  with  the  bank  deposit  they 
had  a  total  of  £1,826.  At  present  they  had  only  a 
balance  of  £100  on  current  account.  So  that,  no  matter 
how  much  more  they  would  like  to  invest,  he  did 
not  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  invest  more  than 
£1,500,  which  was  the  proposition  recommended  by  the 
House  Committee.  At  present  the  'Society  has  to  pay 
income-tax  on  the  dividends  from  the  Consols  stock.  As 
regards  the  Irish  Free  State  Loan,  income-tax  would 
not  be  deducted  at  source.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
funds  have  never  been  subject  to  income-tax,  so  they 
might  assume  that  they  would  draw  their  dividends  free 
of  income-tax  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Michie  :  The  Society  would  not  be  in  a  position 
to  put  any  of  the  money  on  deposit  into  the  new  Loan? 
You  would  not  think  it  advisable? 

Mr.  Watson  :  We  are  proposing  to  do  that. 

The  President  :  We  have  three  sources  to  tap  for  this 
Loan.  We  have  the  old  Consols,  the  War  Loan,  and 
the  £500  that  we  have  on  deposit.  Those  three  will 
yield  roughly  about.  £1,800.  and  of  that  £1,800  we 
propose  to  devote  £1.500  to  the  Free  State  Loan,  the 
idea  being  to  have  a  little  in  reserve  in  case  we  want 
it  for  any  immediate  purpose. 

Mr.  Michie  :  The  treasurer  mentioned  that  the  new 
Loan  would  be  free  of  income-tax.  The  same  thing 
applies  to  the  War  Loan,  which  is  free  of  income-tax. 

Mr.  Watson  said  there  was  no  income-tax  on  the 
War  Loan  ;  it  would  be  only  on  the  Consols  the  saving- 
would  occur. 

Mr.  Michie  said  it  was  a  pity  the  Society  could  not 
manage  to  put  a  little  extra  cash  into  the  Loan. 

Mr.  Watson  :  We  have  £500  on  deposit.  [In  answer 
to  a  question  bv  Mr.  Storey.]  We  do  not  anticipate 
that  there  will  be  any  charge  on  the  funds  of  In* 
Society  that  we  cannot  meet  out  of  current  revenu*. 
We  have  a  current  account  a  balance  of  £100.  I  think 
it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  extra  expense  during 
the  coming  year  or  two  in  legislation  and  other  things. 
If  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  think  we  can  invest 
more  we  can  easilv  do  so.  My  original  idea  was  to  realise 
the  whole  and  add  £500.  and  put  the  whole  of  it  in.  Some 
of  the  Committee  thought  it  would  be  running  ourselves 
too  close. 

The  President  said  it  was  mentioned  at  the  House 
Committee  that  all  they  had  would  realise  about  £1,800. 
That  was  rather  an  unusual  amount  to  invest.  Person- 
ally he  would  prefer  that  thev  should  put  into  the  Loan 
£2.000  or  some  multiple  of  £500. 

Mr.  Nugent  :  If  we  put  £1,800  into  it,  it  would 
show  that  we  are  out  to  help  to  the  utmost. 

Mr.  Michie  and  Mr.  Storey  having  sooken,  Mr. 
Watson  said  he  would  be  inclined  to  support  the  proposal 
that  they  should  purchase  £2,000  worth  of  stock. 

Mr.  Smith  thought  that  would  be  a  verv  wise  thing 
to  do.  £2, CC0  worth  of  stock  would  represent  £1.900. 
With  their  present  balance  in  bank  they  might  be  able 
to  pay  £1.900  and  get  an  overdraft  for  anything  they 
wanted  for  current  expenses.    He  proposed  that. 

Mr.  Ryan  seconded. 

Mr.  Watson  proposed  that  they  send  a  cheque  for 
the  whole  amount  on  application  and  get  discount. 

Mr.  Hanna  suggested  leaving  the  English  War  Loan 
stock  undisturbed,  inasmuch  as  £500  is  coming  in  almost 
immediately  from  the  membership  subscriptions. 

After  further  discussion.  Mr.  Hanna  agreed  not  to 
press  his  visw,  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed 
unanimously  : — 

That  the  funds  of  the*  Societv  now  invested  in  2j  per 
cent.  Consols  and  5  per  cent.  British  War  Loan  be  realised, 
and  that  the  proceeds  along  with  the  necessary  amount 
from  the  funds  of  the  Society  be  utilised  for  purchasing 
£'2,000  Irish  Free  State  National  Loan. 
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General  Medical  Council 

The  delivery  of  the  President's  address  at  the  opening 
of  the  General  Medical  Council's  session  on  November  27 
[0.  £  D.,  December  1,  p.  750)  was  followed  by  the 
consideration  of  disciplinary  cases,  some  of  which  were 
Ibegun  at  the  May  session  (C.  &  D.,  I,  1923,  p.  814) 
and  some  at  the  sitting  of  November  1922  (C.  &  D., 
11,  1922,  pp.  772  and  821).  They  were  taken  in  the 
following  order  : — 

Mr.  Ernest  Mayer,  M.E.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  Tynewydd 
Villa,  Treherbert,  appeared  to  answer  a  charge  of  having 
permitted  posters  to  be  exhibited  at  a  colliery  in  his 
district  inviting  workmen  who  were  desirous  of  choosing 
Dr.  E.  Mayer  Neville  (the  same  practitioner)  as  their 
panel  doctor  to  do  so  immediately,  and  giving  directions. 
There  was  a  second  charge  that  certain  persons  in  the 
district  went  canvassing  on  his  behalf,  with  his  implied 
if  not  his  express  consent.  The  hearing  of  the  case  had 
been  adjourned  from  the  previous  session.  Professional 
testimony  was  now  forthcoming  in  favour  of  Mr.  Mayer, 
and  the  President  said  that  the  Council  had  decided  not 
to  erase  his  name  from  the  Register. 

In  the  case  of  Mr.  Patrick  Joseph  Honan,  M.B.,  B.Ch., 
2  Glandore  Park,  Antrim  Road,  Belfast,  who  had  been 
sentenced  to  eighteen  months'  hard  labour  at  Surrey 
Assizes  on  July  5  for  using  an  instrument  with  intent  to 
procure  miscarriage,  the  Council,  after  deliberation  in 
camera,  decided  to  erase  his  name  from  the  Register. 

Mr.  James  Reidy,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  Gardenfield,  Newcastle 
West,  co.  Limerick,  who  had  been  convicted  at  Wood 
Green  and  Thames  Police  Courts,  London,  of  drunken- 
ness and  assault,  attended  in  answer  to  notice.  The 
case  had  been  adjourned  from  the  previous  session.  Mr. 
Reidy,  after  his  solicitor  had  addressed  the  Council, 
renewed  his  undertaking  to  refrain  from  drink,  and  stated 
that  he  had  kept  the  promise  given  previously.  The 
President  said  that  the  Council  accepted  his  assurance 
to  refrain  from  drink  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  and  the 
evidence  that  he  had  produced  of  having  done  so  for 
the  last  twelve  months,  and  in  consequence  his  name 
would  remain  on  the  Register. 

Mr.  David  Charles  Williams,  L.R.C.P.,  L.R.C.S., 
L.F.P.S.,  Brynfedwen,  Treherbert,  Glamorganshire,  was 
charged  with  having  by  his  "  presence,  countenance,  ad- 
vice, assistance  or  co-operation  "  enabled  Fred  Percy 
Hockaday  to  perform  such  operations  and  give  such  treat- 
ment as  are  usually  performed  or  given  by  dentists.  The 
case  was  adjourned  from  the  May  session.  Mr.  Williams 
put  in  a  joint  statutory  declaration  by  himself  and  Mr. 
Hockaday.  The  President  said  that  the  Council  had 
accepted  Mr.  Williams's  assurance,  and  did  not  direct 
that  his  name  be  erased  from  the  Register. 

Mr.  John  Herbert  Cecil  Grene,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  Bryn  Issa, 
Bridge  Street,  W.rexham,  was  charged  in  respect  of  a 
conviction  for  driving  a  motor-car  in  a  dangerous  manner, 
and  one  of  being  drunk  while  in  charge  of  a  motor-car. 
The  President  said  that  the  Council  relied  on  Mr.  Grene's 
promise  to  abstain  from  alcohol,  and  had  decided  not  to 
erase  his  name  from  the  Register. 

Mr.  Thomas  Hill,  M.B.,  B.Ch.,  Derwen  Deg,  Pont- 
lottyn,  Glam.,  attended  in  answer  to  notice  in  reference 
to  having  been  drunk  while  in  charge  of  a  motor-car,  and 
having  been  sentenced  to  a  month's  imprisonment  in  the 
second  division.  His  counsel,  Mr.  G.  0.  Slade,  addressed 
the  Council  on  his  behalf,  and  the  President  announced 
that  his  name  would  remain  on  the  Register. 

Mr.  Charles  Gilroy  King,  L.R.C.S.,  M.B.,  CM., 
I'ollokshaws  Road,  Glasgow,  was  summoned  in  respect  of 
convictions  for  the  following  offences  :  "  On  June  21,  1922, 
procuring  drugs  from  one  Janet  Blackwood,  of  Glasgow, 
and  failing  to  supply  her  with  prescriptions  and  to  enter 
particulars  of  the  said  drugs  or  any  portion  thereof  in  a 
day-book  or  register  kept  for  the  purpose,  contrary  to  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  and  Regulations,  dated 
May  20,  1921,  made  thereunder,  and  particularly  Clause  5 
thereof,  for  which  offence  you  were  fined  £50,  or  thirty 
days'  imprisonment ;  and  on  June  25,  1923,  of  f  ailing  to 
enter  in  a  register  kept  for  the  purpose  all  supplies  cf 
drugs  purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  by  you  and  all 
dealings  in  the  drags  effected  by  you,  in  contravention 


of  Section  7  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  and  No.  9 
of  the  Regulations,  dated  May  20,  1921,  made  thereunder, 
for  which  offence  you  were  fined  £50,  or  thirty  days' 
imprisonment."  Mr.  Harper,  solicitor  to  the  Council,  said 
that  the  material  part  in  the  case  was  that  Mr.  King  had 
been  using  his  position  as  a  medical  man  to  procure  these 
drugs  for  his  wife,  who  was  a  drug  victim,  and  that  his 
authorisation  to  keep  "  dangerous  "  drugs  had  been  with- 
drawn. Mr.  King  expressed  his  sorrow  that  he  had  put 
himself  in  his  present  position.  He  would  like  to  say  that 
he  had  never  made  a  penny  by  what  he  had  done.  He- 
asked  the  Council  to  give  him  another  chance.  The 
President  said  that  in  order  to  give  Mr.  King  an  opportu- 
nity of  reconsidering  his  conduct  the  Council  would  post- 
pone judgment  for  twelve  months,  with  the  usua-1  stipula- 
tion as  to  professional  testimony. 

In  the  case  of  Mr.  George  Denholm  Darlington,  M.B., 
CM.,  c/o  Royal  Bank,  Hunter  Square,  Edinburgh,  who 
had  been  convicted  at  Edinburgh  Police  Court  on  three 
occasions  of  drunkenness,  the  Council  directed  that  his 
name  be  removed  from  the  Register, 

A  "  covering  "  case,  that  of  Mr.  William  Mortimer 
Sheen,  L.R.C.P.,  L.R.C.S.,  L.F.P.S.,  Highfield  Road, 
Saltley,  Birmingham,  against  whom  there  were  seventeen 
allegations  of  enabling  an  uncertified  woman  to  practise 
as  a  registered  midwife,  also  resulted  in  a  decision  to 
erase  his  name. 

Mr.  John  Christie  Forbes,  L.R.C.P.,  L.R.C.S.,  L.F.P.S./ 
40  May-field  Road,  Edinburgh,  attended  in  answer  to 
notice  charging  him  with  having  allowed  his  clerk  to  issue, 
on  numerous  occasions,  National  Health  Insurance  certifi- 
cates which  were  "  untrue,  misleading,  or  improper."  Sir 
Leslie  Mackenzie,  being  a  member  of  the  Scottish  Board 
of  Health,  which  had  reported  the  case,  left  his  seat  and 
did  not  take  any  part  in  the  proceedings.  The  Council 
found  the  facts  proved,  ^.nd  decided  to  postpone  judgment 
until  the  May  -session,  professional  testimony  to  be  then 
forthcoming. 

Mr.  Walter  Wiglesworth,  L.R.C.P.,  L.R.CS.Edin., 
Mendip  Lodge,  Farncombe, -was  present  in  answer  to  a 
notice  respecting  three  convictions  for  drunkenness.  Mr. 
Wiglesworth  assured  the  Council  that  he  had  decided 
to  refrain  from  alcohol  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  and  his 
name  was  allowed  to  remain  on  the  Register. 

Mr.  Dennis  Joseph  Viegas  Perry,  M.B.,  Ch.B., 
5  Lansdowne  Place,  W.C.I,  was  summoned  to  appear  on 
a  charge  of  seeking  to  attract  patients  by  canvassing  in 
person  and  inviting  insured  persons  to  transfer  to  his 
list.  Mr.  Carthew,  who  represented  the  complainants 
(the  London  Counties  Medical  Protection  Society),  eaid 
that  they  were  not  prepared  to  proceed  with  the  case, 
and  desired  to  withdraw  it.  The  case  was  struck  out 
of  the  list. 

Mr.  John  Richard  Griffith,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P., 
Argoed,  was  charged  with  allowing  an  unqualified 
assistant  to  attend  patients  and  sign  Insurance  certifi- 
cates. After  a  lengthy  hearing,  the  Council  found  that 
the  allegations  against  Mr.  Griffith  had  not  been  proved. 

Mr.  John  McArthur,  L.R.C.P.,  L.R.C.S.,  L.F.P.S., 
Denaby  Main,  was  summoned  to  appear  on  a  charge  of 
signing  and  issuing  an  "  untrue,  misleading,  or  im- 
proper "  certificate.  It  appeared  that  the  complainants 
(the  education  department  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council)  desired  to  withdraw  the  case,  and  it  was 
accordingly  struck  out  of  the  list. 

The  case  of  Mr.  Trevor  Owen  Williams,  M.B., 
adjourned  from  the  session  of  November  1922  (allegations 
of  drunkenness),  was  further  adjourned  to  May  1924. 

It  was  directed  that  the  name  of  Charles  Harold 
Bennett,  L.R.C.P.,  L.R.C.S.,  L.F.P.S.,  with  an  address 
at  4  Adam  Street,  Adelphi,  W.C.2,  against  whom  several 
conviotions  for  drunkenness  had  been  recorded,  be  erased 
from  the  Register. 

On  reports  from  the  Dental  Board,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  names  of  Christopher  Stuart  Nicoll  and  Thomas 
William  Cook  be  erased  from  the  Dentists'  Register. 

Practitioner  Requests  Removal  of  His  Name 
On  a  recommendation  from  the  Executive  Committer, 
the  name  of  Mr.  Joseph  McDonnell,  L.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P., 
LL.M.,  registered  as  of  Roscommon,  was  removed  from 
the  Register  at  his  request,  he  having  ceased  to  practise. 
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Application  •  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland 

An  application  was  received  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  for  the  recognition  of  their  Prelimi- 
nary examination  for  the  purposes  of  the  registration  of 
medical  students.  It  was  stated  that  a  considerable 
number  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  *  took  up  medical 
studies  at  an  age  long  past  their  school  age.  It  was 
resolved  :  "  That  this  examination  can  only  be  recognised 
provided  it  _  is  accepted  -by  one  of  the  universities  of 
Great  Britain  or  Ireland  in  lieu  of  their  Entrance  or 
Matriculation  examination." 

Pharmacopoeia  Committee 

The  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  reported  that  tha 
number  of  copies  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  sold 
between  May  28  and  November  26,  1923,  is  1,351.  The 
total  number  sold  since  the  date  of  publication  is  45,788. 
The  Committee  considered  a  communication  from  the 
Privy  Council,  submitting  for  consideration  and  observa- 
tions a  draft  Order  in  Council  under  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  setting  out  particulars  to  be  stated  on  the 
label  of  preparations  containing  poisons  :  (a)  In  the  case 
of  articles  to  be  exported  from  Great  Britain  by  whole- 
sale dealers  or  sales  liy  wholesale  or  retail  dealers  in 
the  ordinary  course  of -wholesale  dealing  with  the  name 
of  the  poison,  and  in  the  case  of  a  preparation  which 
contains  a  poison  as  one  of  the  ingredients  thereof,  with 
euch  particulars  as  to  the  proportion  which  the  poison 
Contained  in  the  preparation  bears  to  the  other  ingre- 
dients as  may  be  prescribed  by  Order  in  Council; 
lb)  in  the  case  of  all  other  sales  in  addition  to  the 
foregoing  particulars  with  the  name  and  address  of  the 
seller  of  the  poison.  The  Committee  agreed  to  reply 
to  the  effect  that  there  did  not  appear  to  be  anything  in 
the  draft  to  which  the  Council  would  take  exception, 
provided  that  it  should  be  made  clear  that  medicines 
supplied  to  a  patient  by  or  on  the  prescription  of  a 
duly  qualified  medi:al  practitioner  are  not  affected  by  the 
new  Order.  The  Committee  also  considered  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Privy  Council  enclosing  a  draft  proposing 
certain  changes  in  the  Schedule  of  Poisons  appended  to 
the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  Committee  agreed'  to  reply 
that  the  proposed  changes  were  desirable,  but  made 
certain  verbal  suggestions  for  the.  sake  of  greater  clear- 
ness.    The  report  was  adopted. 

The  proceedings  terminated  on  November  30  with  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman:

Registered  Druggists'  Meeting 

A  meeting  of  registered  druggists  and  chenlists  and 
druggists  in  the  Irish  Free  State  was  held  at  Vaughan's 
Hotel,  Parnell  Square,  Dublin,  on  November  27.  A 
Committee  having  recently  been  appointed  to  raise  funds 
and  look  after  registered  druggists'  interests,  with  Mr. 
Monaghan,  Ballybay,  as  secretary  pro  tern.,  the  Dublin 
meeting  was  called  to  appoint  officers  and  to  hear  an. 
address  from  Mr.  Fred  Storey,  Belfast,  President  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland.  It  was  a 
representative  gathering,  including  Mr.  Spence,  ■  Castle- 
blaynev;  Mr.  McDermott,  Shercock  ;  Mr.  Brennan,  Arva ; 
Miss  Coulter,  Dublin;  Mr.  Monaghan,  Ballybay;  Mr. 
Hanna,  Carrickmacross ;  Mr.  Arnold,  Virginia;  Mrs. 
Leayy,  Castleblayney ;  Mr.  McGrath,  Dublin ;  and  Mr. 
Sheircliffe,  Clonmel.  Mr.  Spence,  who  was  elected  chair- 
man, referred  to  the  work  Mr.  Moixighan  had  done  as 
secretary.  Mr.  Monaghan,  however,  thought  they  should 
have  a  secretary  resident  in  Dublin.  They  were  all 
delighted  that  Mr.  Fred  Storey  had  accepted  their  invita- 
tion. They  in  the  South  looked  on  Mr.  Storey  as  their 
representative,  and  they  hoped  he  would  continue  in  that 
position,  no  matter  what  changes  took  place.  (Applause.) 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Monaghan,  Mr.  O'Connor,  Dublin, 
was  appointed  secretary.  Mr.  Storey  said  he  would  do 
all  he  could  to  assist  them.  He  referred  to  the 
Apothecaries'  Act.  1791,  the  English  Pharmacy  Acts,  the 
Irish  Pharmacy  Act,  1875,  the  Amendment  Act,  1890, 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  and  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1921,  and  explained  how  successive  legislation 
affected  the  druggists.  In  his  opinion,  he  said,  the 
trouble  commenced  because  the  Act  of  1875  was  not 
carried  out  as  it  had  been  intended  it  should  be.  The 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  did  not  create 
the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  legally  entitled 
to  compound  prescriptions  as  they  were  empowered  to 
do,  and  insisted  on  a  further  apprenticeship  of  two  years 
with  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Their  action  was  after- 
wards declared  illegal  in  the  High  Court.  The  Irish 
Pharmacy  Acts  were  full  of  loopholes,  and  they  badly 
needed  revision.  They  in  the  North  were  trying  to 
hammer  out  an  agreement  with  the  pharmaceutical 
cheniists,  and  they  hoped  to  get  a  model  Pharmacy  Act. 
The  division  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  not  of 
their  seeking,  but  they  would  take  advantage  of  the 
change  to  improve  pharmacy.  They  in  the  Free  State 
should  do  likewise.  He  hoped  that  the  two  Societies 
would  work  together.  That  certainly  was  the  desire  of 
the  Northern  druggists,  and  he  believed  it  was  also  the 
desire  of  the  Northern  pharmacists.  He  had  no  doubt 
that  the  druggists  and  the  pharmacists  would  be  con- 
sulted in  the  Free  State,  as  the  Pharmacy  laws  were 
full  of  technicalities.  They  would  need  to  watch  a  new 
Bill  carefully.  A  discussion  followed,  and  it  was  made 
clear  that  the  Southern  druggists  had  no  intention  of 
breaking  away  from  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Society  of  Ireland,  but  merely  desired  to  set  up  a  local 
Committee  to  watch  after  their  interests  while  still 
remaining  members  of  the  all-Ireland .  Society.  The 
following  were  appointed  a  Committee,  with  power  to 
add  to  their  numbers  :  Miss  Coulter,  Mrs.  Leavy,  Messrs. 
Spence,  Brennan,  Monaghan,  Arnold,  McDermott, 
McGrath,  Hanna,  Sheircliffe,  Moroney  (Scariff),  Condon 
(Limerick),  Beehan  (Killaloe),  Stewart  (Letterkenny), 
Beel  (Bailiborough),  and  Jamison  (ditto).  Mr.  Monaghan 
(Ballybay)  was  appointed  treasurer.  On  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Monaghan,  seconded  by  Mr.  McDermott,  a  vote 
of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Storey.

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Chapters  in  the 
Recent  History  of  Quinine 

By  H.  S.  Abrahamson 

X.  The  Government  White  Paper  on  Quinine 
of  1919 

IL — Refutations 
In  considering  the  facts  given  below  in  refutation  of  the 
suggestions,   implications   and  accusations  made  in  the 
Government  White  Paper  of  1920  it  is  of  importance 
that  dates  should  be  carefully  noted. 

On  July  3,  1919,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  War 
Office   Contracts   Department    by   the   British  Quinine 
Corporation,  dated  July  2,  1919,  which  read  as  follows  :— 
It   is   proposed   to   terminate   the    war  agreement 

between  the  Dutch  manufacturers  and  the  Associated 

Governments  for  the  purchase  of  quinine  on  August  31 

next.    I  shall  be  glad  to  know  : 

1.  If  your  Corporation  is  willing  to  purchase  the 
balance  of  the  contract  for  the  British  Government, 
which  may  be  waiting  shipment  or  undelivered  in 
Batavia  on  that  date,  at  cost,  supposing  the  offer  be 
made ;  and 

2.  If,  in  that  case,  it  is  prepared  to  give  a- guarantee 
not  to  sell  such  balance  or  other  stock,  beyond  the 
present  controlled  price,  supposing  the  Quinine  (Deal- 
ings) Order,  1918,  to  be  abrogated. 

On  reading  the  Government  White  Paper  it  would  be 
supposed  that  the  British  Quinine  Corporation  jumped 
at  the  opportunity  of  purchasing  the  quinine  at  cost, 
and  that  it  readily  gave  the  undertaking  suggested  to 
keep  within  the  controlled  price.  It  would  hardly  be 
believed  that  on  July  14,  nearly  a  fortnight  later,  the 
Corporation  replied  through  me  that  the  "  Corporation 
is  willing  to  purchase  at  cost  price  any  quinine  of  which 
actual  delivery  can  be  taken  before  September  2,  this 
to  include  quinine  delivered  to  your  Java  agents  and  on 
the  high  seas." 

It  will  be  observed  that  it  was  stipulated  at  this  early 
date  that  property  in  the  quinine  would  have  to  pass 
before  September  2.  There  was  a  very  valid  reason  for 
this — to  wit,  the  agreement  between  the  British  Quinine 
Corporation  and  the  Dutch  manufacturers  was  expected 
to — and  did,  in  fact — come  into  operation  on  September  3, 
1919.  This  agreement  precluded  members  of  the  Cor- 
poration from  making  purchases  other  than  from  the 
Dutch  manufacturers  with  certain  clearly  expressed 
exceptions.  If  the  White  Paper  is  read  as  it  stands  it 
might  be  assumed  that  some  very  sinister  motive  underlay 
the  Corporation's  desire  to  pay  for  the  quinine  in  the 
latter  days  of  August. 

The  White  Paper  suggests  that  the  application  for  the 
removal  of  Government  control  was  made  with  some 
arricrc  pensec.  The  letter  of  July  14  replying  to  the 
War  Office  does  not  bear  this  out,  as  it  was  clearly 
indicated  therein  that  the  Corporation  could  not  be 
bound.    The  letter  continued  : — 

The  Corporation  would  be  prepared  to  purchase  this 

quinine  on  condition  that  it  would  have  entire  liberty 

to  dispose  of  this  as,  when  and  where  it  desires. 

The.  Corporation's  reply  to  the  War  Office  further 
replied  to  the  question  as  to  whether  the  Corporation 
was  prepared  to  give  a  guarantee  not  to  sell  beyond 
the  controlled  price.  The  reply  left  no  room  for  doubt 
as  to  the  Corporation's  intentions,  expressed  clearly 
before  the  quinine  passed  hands.  This  is  what  was 
said  : — 

The  Corporation  would  be  prepared  to  give  a 
guarantee  not  to  sell  quinine  thus  purchased  beyond  the 
present  controlled  price,  providing  always  that  the 
Dutch  price  remains  at  its  present  figure.  Should  the 
price  fixed  by  the  Dutch  Combine  be  increased  or 
reduced  it  might  be  necessary  for  the  Corporation  to 
alter  the  price  accordingly. 

The  Corporation's  agreement  with  the  Dutch  Combine 
contained  a  verv  natural  clause  that  the  Corporation 
should  not  undercut  the  -  combine  "  by  selling  quinine 
purchased  from  the  "  combine  "  at  a  price  lower  than 


the  "combine"  price.  The  Corporation,  in  replying  to 
the  War  Office,  protected  itself  against  contingencies  by 
stating,  before  any  deal  was  consummated,  that  it  might 
be  necessary  for  the  Corporation  to  increase,  or  even 
reduce,  the  price  if  any  change  in  the  Dutch  price  were 
made. 

Matters  remained  in  a  state  of  flux  for  a  month  or 
so.  It  was  the  first  summer  after  the  armistice,  and 
people  were  anxious  to  get  away  for  a  bit.  Members 
of  the  British  Quinine  Corporation  were  not  anxious  to 
buy  the  Government  surplus.  They  had  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  Dutch  manufacturers  whereby  they 
were  assured  of  supplies  adequate,  even  ample,  for  their 
needs  for  a  period  of  years,  and  the  only  reason  which 
impelled  a  few  of  the  bigger  members  to  take  an  interest 
in  the  Government  quinine  was  to  get  a  hold  of  it  in 
order  to  prevent  speculators  from  inflicting  their  will 
on  the  market. 

Now  it  must  appear  strange  that  I  am  quoted  in  the 
White  Paper  as  having  said  in  a  letter  to  the  Department, 
dated  June  24  : — 

My  own  anticipation,  to  which  I  have  given  utter- 
ance on  many  occasions,  is  that  the  moment  control 
is  removed  the  price  will  drop  to  about  2s.  3d.  for 
sulphate. 

Be  it  observed,  ab  initio,  that  this  was  a  private  letter 
to  an  official  of  the  Department,  expressing  a  personal 
opinion  ;  furthermore,  that  it  was  dated  a  month  before 
the  British  Quinine  Corporation  refused  to  give  a 
guarantee  to  maintain  the  controlled  price,  and,  moreover, 
an  excerpt  only  from  a  lengthy  paragraph  is  given.  This 
read  : —  . 

Replying  to  the  second  part  of  your  question  first,  my 
own  anticipation,  to  which  I  have  given  utterance  on  many 
occasions,  is  that  the  moment  control  is  removed  the  price 
will  drop  to  about  2s.  3d.  per  ounce  for  sulphate.  .  .  . 
(This  is  all  that  ~is  quoted  in  the  White  Paper.  My  para- 
graph continued.)  ...  I  see  no  reason  why  the  British 
Quinine  Corporation  should  not  give  an  undertaking  such 
desired  by  you.  I  consequently,  therefore,  venture  to 
think  that  you  could  remove  control  once  you  have  such 
an  undertaking,  and  you  were  also  assured  of  disposing 
of  your  obligations  to  purchase  by  handing  over  these 
obligations  to  either  the  British  Quinine  Corporation  or 
to  the  Government  of  Italy,  in  my  opinion  preferably  the 
latter. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  to  print  a  mere  excerpt,  and 
that  coloured  and  misleading,  in  the  White  Paper 
is  highly  reprehensible,  it  will  be  observed  that  I 
strongly  urged  the  departmental  official  concerned 
to  dispose  of  the  quinine  to  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment and  not  to  the  British  Quinine  Corporation,  whereas 
I  distinctly  suggested  that  an  undertaking  to  maintain 
the  Government  controlled  price,  should  be  given  by  the 
Corporation.  When  the  question  was  considered,  however, 
it  was  discovered  that  no  such  undertaking  could,  in 
consequence  of  contractual  obligations,  be  given.  None 
was  given.  The  Department  was  informed  accordingly 
in  the  letter  of  July  14,  quoted  heretofore. 

It  may  be  asked  now,  ere  I  continue,  why  I  believed  in 
a  price  of  2s.  3d.  The  main  basis  of  my  belief  was  the- 
•price  at  which  the  "  combine  "  sold  to  the  Allied  Govern- 
ment during  the  war.  This  was  "  Is.  8d.  to  Is.  lOd.  per  oz., 
including  manufacturers'  profit  "  (the  White  Paper  gives 
the  latter  figure).  Ergo*,  a  rise  of  5d.  or  6d.  was  a  reason- 
able expectation.  It  will  be  seen,  moreover,  that  that  to 
which  reference  has  been  made  in  a  previous  chapter, 
namely,  the  Government  profit,  was  extraordinarily  high. 
The  particular  transaction  which  was  criticised  yielded 
in  itself  a  profit  of  not  less  than  £45,000  to  the  Govern- 
ment. 

The  progress  of  events  was  typical  of  departmental 
methods.  No  reply  to  its  letter  of  July  14  was  vouch- 
safed the  Corporation.  The  Corporation's  members  were 
not  much  perturbed;  in  fact,  it  would  not  be  stretching 
a  point  to  say  that  they  were  indifferent,  particularly 
as  I  had  informed  several  of  the  principal  members  that 
the  probability  was  that  the  Government  stocks  would 
be  sold  to  the  Governments  of  Italy  and  India.  The 
quinine  would  thus  have  been  got  out  of  the  way,  to 
everyone's  satisfaction.  Actually — the  date  bears  careful 
'  noting — on  August  15,  a  month  later,  I  sent  a  letter  to 
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the  department  in  which  I  suggested  that  any  surplus 
quinine  in  the  hands  of  the  British  Government  should  be 
offered  to  the  other  signatories  to  the  War  Contract. 
Again,  I  particularly  singled  out  Italy,  as  I  was  well 
aware  of  the  dire  straits  that  country  was  in  for  the 
drug,  in  order  to  continue  waging  its  relentless  war 
against  malaria.  A  day  or  two  after  sending  the  letter, 
however,  my  telephone  became  particularly  active.  Lead- 
ing members  of  the  Corporation,  although  the  department 
had  ignored  the  Corporation's  letter  of  July  14,  had 
received  circular  letters  dated  August  14  from  the  Depart- 
ment, which  had  been  sent  to  all  and  sundry  buyers  of 
quinine,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  department 
desired  "  to  make  as  fair  a  distribution  as  is  possible 
among  the  known  users  of  this  drug  in  the  United  King- 
dom and  Ireland."  At  the  same  time  a  request  was  made 
that  the  amounts  required  during  the  months  of  Septem- 
ber and  October  should  be  stated,  and  that  "  price  an  J! 
conditions  would  remain  unaltered."  It  is  consequently 
to  be  assumed  from  the  specific  reference  to  the  months 
September  and  October  that  the  intention  was  to  keep 
the  departmental  staff  employed  until  the  balance  in  the 
department's  hands  had  been  finally  disposed  of. 

The  department  was  fully  aware  that  the  Corporation's 
contract  with  the  Dutch  manufacturers  barred  them 
effectually  from  taking  delivery  of  any  quinine  in  Septem- 
ber and  October.  In  fact,  this  was  especially  made  clear 
in  the  Corporation's  letter  of  July  14.  Moreover,  copies 
of  the  Corporation's  agreements  were  in  the  department's 
possession.  Those  members  of  the  Corporation  would, 
therefore,  be  unable  to  purchase,  any  of  the  quinine  thus 
offered,  whilst  the  sale  of  this  -  to  dealers  might  have 
adversely  prejudiced  their  position  in  view  of  their  con- 
tracts. They  therefore  decided  to  take  action  and  see 
Lord  Inverforth  himself.

Java's  Wealth 

It  is  certainly  no  exaggeration  to  describe  Java  as  the 
most  precious  jewel  in  the  crown  of  the  Netherlands.  By 
a  judicious  system  of  administration  and  organisation, 
coupled  with  the  business  acumen  inherent  in  the  Dutch 
character,  its  fertile  soil  has  been  made  to  yield  a  variety 
of  produce  of  prime  importance  to  commerce  and  indus- 
try, and  consequently  the  island  has  become  a  source  of 
prosperity  and  wealth,  national  and  individual.  Sugar, 
rubber,  coffee,  tea,  tobacco,  rice,  to  mention  but  a  few, 
are  cultivated  on  an  extensive  and  intensive  scale.  But 
we  are  more  interested  in  considering  Java  as  a  source  of 
eupply  for  some  of  our  most  important  drugs,  among 
which  cinchona,  quinine,  coca,  form  its  chief  contribution. 
Recently  published  official  statistics  show  that  in  1922 
cinchona  was  cultivated  in  138  plantations,  of  which  20 
were  engaged  exclusively  to  the  cultivation  of  this  tree; 
the  total  area  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  cinchona 
covered  24,165  "  bouws  "  (a  bouw  is  approximately  2,471 
acres),  yielding  a  total  of  9,032,605  kilograms  of  bark. 
In  view  of  the  pessimistic  attitude  adopted  of  recent  years 
regarding  the  prospects  of  quinine  consumption,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  area  devoted  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  cinchona,  has  actually  increased  by  4,806  bouws 
eince  1918.  In  1922,  6,176  tons  of  cinchona  bark  were 
exported  from  Java,  leaving  2,632  tons,  or  30  per  cent, 
of  the  total  production,  available  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses in  the  island.  For  the  year  1923  the  production  of 
cinchona  bark  is  estimated  at  7,253,483  kilograms,  and 
by  the  end  of  July  4,201,917  kilograms  of  bark  had  been 
actually  collected.  -  The  figures  of  the  exports  of  cinchona 
park  from  Java- for  January  to  August  1922  and  1923

During  the  first  eight  months  of  the  present  year  131,287 
kilograms  (in  the  same  period  of  1922  :  75,500)  of  quinine 
were  exported  from  Java.  The  manufacture  of  quinine 
in  the  island  reflects  the  growth  of  the  well-known 
Bandoeng  quinine  factory,  and  is  a  comparatively  new 
industry.  The  output,  which  amounted  to  12,578  kg.  in 
1907,  increased  to  118,752  kg.  in  1910,  then  dropped  pro- 
gressively to  61,113  kg.  in  1914,  rising  to  250,704  kg.  in 
1918,  and  to  642,719  kg.  in  1919— the  highest  figure  yet 
attained — the  amounts  for  the  succeeding  years  being  - 
1920,  418,861  kg.  ;  1921,  519,940  kg.  ;  and  1922,  124,591 
kg.  Turning  to  a  consideration  of  coca,  we  find  that  this 
drug  was  cultivated  on  25  plantations,  of  which  only  two 
were  devoted  exclusively  to  this  plant,  the  surface  under 
cultivation  covering  2,007  bouws.  It  is  usually  cultivated 
along  the  roadsides,  and  also  as  a  catch  crop  with  rubber. 
In  1922,  1,283,503  kg.  of  coca  leaves  were  exported,  of 
which  903,290  kg.  were  shipped  to  Holland.  An  analysis 
of  the  exports  of  coca  during  the  period  January-August 
1922  and  1923  shows  that  five  countries  figure  as  importers 
of  this  drug  (amounts  in  kilograms)  : —

For  the  month  of  September  1923  exports  of  coca  (accord- 
ing to  Heer  P.  Brusse)  amounted  to  84,942  kg.,  of  which 
25,181  kg.  were  shipped  to  Holland  and  59,761  kg.  to 
Japan.  The  cultivation  of  essential  oils,  chiefly  citronel'a 
oil,  has  declined  slightly,  and  is  undertaken  by  51  planta- 
tions, covering  7,404  bouws.  The  following  are  the 
amounts  of  citronella  oil  exported,  with  the  countries  of 
destination,  during  the  period  January-July  1922,  and

It  would  lead  too  far  to  give  detailed  statistics  of  the 
numerous  other  important  drugs  and  spices  produced  in 
Java.  However,  the  following  figures  for  some  articles 
of  special  interest  to  the  drug  trade  may  be  quoted.  The 
amounts  given  show  the  total  exports  during  the  period 
January-July  1923,  the  amounts  snipped  to  Great  Britain 
being  indicated  in  brackets  :  Cubebs,  165.893  kg.  (1,649 
kg.);  gum  dammar,  1,519,000  kg.  (155,000  kg.);  nutmegs, 
185,782  kg.  (1,235  kg.);  white  pepper,  l,O76,0CO  kg. 
(576,000  kg.);  black  pepper,  6,860,000  kg.  (581.0C0  kg.). 
In  conclusion,  some  idea  of  the  natural  wealth  of  the 
Dutch  Indies  may  be  gained  from  the  impressive  figure 
of  the  value  of  the  exports,  which  in  1919  totalled 
2,162,245,000  florins,  while  the  imports  for  the  same  year 
amounted  to  679,832,000  florins,  a  striking  illustration  of 
the  vast  productivity  of  these  possessions.

Taking  back  proprietaries. — In  connection  with  the 
imminent  publication  of  the  draft  of  the  new  Italian 
law  to  regulate  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  pharma- 
ceutical specialities,  in  professional  circles  the  suggestion 
has  been  advanced  to  include  an  article  compelling  manu- 
facturers to  take  back  specialities  remaining  unsold  on 
the  pharmacist's  shelves.

To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby 
values  are  In  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before 
wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which 
much  expense  may  be  incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like. 
Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  and  many  other  commo- 
dities vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in 
bulk  quantities.

Despite  the  disturbing  effect  on  trade  of  general  election 
week,  a  fair  volume  of  business  is  reported.  This  is 
evident  especially  in  spot  goods,  which  ordinarily  come 
from  Germany ;  drugs  as  well  as  chemicals.  English 
taraxacum  is  almost  unobtainable.  Tinnevelly  senna, 
leaves  and  pods  are  expected  to  improve  in  value. 
Tripoli  strip  orange-peel  may  be  dearer.  Hemp  seed 
and  Moroccan  linseed  have  advanced.  Good  prices  have 
been  pair  for  new-crop  Madras  annatto  seed.  Cochin  split 
bulb  turmeric  is  higher.  Chinese  albumen  has  advanced. 
Japanese  produce  is  quiet  and  easy.  Menthol  is  a  shade 
lower,  but  buyers  bid  lower  still.  Mint  oil  is  not  plenti- 
ful, and  a  slight  demand  raised  the  price  in  some 
quarters.  Some  very  nigh  c.i.f.  prices  for  cascara  new 
bark  have  been  received  from  America.  Many  chemicals 
have  advanced,  notably  acetanilide,  bromides,  phenacetin, 
salicylates.  Bourbon  geranium  oil  is  again  dearer  from 
the  source ;  dill  oil  has  followed  caraway  in  an  upward 
direction.

— Prices  advanced,  but  have  since  fallen  back  to 
level  rates  with  the  market  firm;  refined,  45s.;  spot,  42s., 
all  spot.  Soya  is  dull  and  tends  to  weaken  slightly;  deo- 
dorised. 47s.;  crude,  41s.,  all  spot.  Turpentine.— There  was 
another  increase  in  the  warehouse  stocks  for  last  week  to 
70  2^0  barrels.  Some  3,500  barrels  were  quite  recently 
shipped  from  America  and  are  in  transit.  There  has  not 
been  much  business  doing,  trade  buyers  operating  chiefly 
from  hand  to  mouth.

English,  about  3  per  cent.,  62s.  per  cwt.,  ex  wharf,  London. 
Fish  oils. — -The  market  is  still  almost  neglected.  Prices  as 
quoted  are  nominal.  Coast  cod,  spot,  32s.  6d. ;  brown  whale, 
spot,  about  30s.;  dark  whale,  spot,  27s.  6d. ;  Japanese,  in 
cases,  about  31s.,  c.i.f.  Tallows,  Australian,  now  exceed- 
ingly strong,  with  sales  brisk  both  at  the  public  auctions  and 
privately.  Prices  show  a  further  advance.  Shipment  rates 
from  the  Colonies,  however,  are  still  above  the  spot  parity, 
fine  mutton,  48?.  9d. ;  sweet  beef,  about  45s. :  good  mixed, 
43s.  6d.  ;  inferiors,  about  38s.  6d.,  all  spot.  South  American 
tallows  :  Shipment  prices  are  very  firm  and  show  a  further 
slight  advance.  First  beefs,  41s. ;  second  beefs,  38s.  6d., 
c.i.f.  Oleo  oil  is  now  quoted  at  the  high  price  of  about 
86s.,  c.i.f.  Oleo  stearine  has  advanced  sharply,  with  ship- 
ment prices  now  at:  South  American  No.  1,  60s.;  No.  2, 
58s.,  c.i.f.  Premier  jus  :  Shipment  prices  are  dearer  and 
stand  .  firm.  American  extra  beef,  55s.  6d. ;  Australian 
mutton,  47s.  6d. ;  South  American  mutton,  48s.,  all  c.i.f. 

Seychelles  Colonial  Report 

The  1921  annual  colonial  report,  for  the  Sevchelles  Islands, 
which  has  just  been  issued,  states,  with  regard  to  vanilla, 
that  the  low  price  of  this  commodity,  together  with  the 
diseases  to  which  it  is  subject  in  this  colony,  has  caused 
vanilla,  which  at  one  time  was  the  most  important  export 
from  Se5'chelles.  to  become  the  least  important.  The  crop 
for  1921  of  1.358  kilos  was  the  lowest  on  record,  but  there 
are  signs  that  the  interest  in  this  culture  is  reviving.  The 
distillation  of  cinnamon  and  clove  leaves  continues  to  be 
pursued  energetically.  There  are  now  about  50  stills  in 
operation  and  over  2,000  persons,  mostly  women  and 
children,  are  employed.  The  local  price  of  cinnamon  oil 
was  low  until  September,  when  it  rose  to  Rs.  10  per  kilo. 
That  of  clove  leaf  oil  averaged  Rs.  9  per  kilo  throughout 
the  year.  The  export  during  the  year  amounted  to  38,024 
kilos,  as  compared  with  42,659  kilos  the  previous  year. 
Musk  seeds  (Hibiscus  abclmoschvs)  are  also  grown  by  some 
planters,  but  are  not  distilled  locally  owing  to  the  difficulty 
of  preserving  the  oil.  The  export  during-  the  year  amounted 
to  2,012  kilos.  The  work  of  reafforestation  has  received 
attention  ;  2,500  clove  trees  and  5.000  cedar  trees  (Casuarina 
equiscti folia)  were  planted.  Large  numbers  of  eucalyptus 
trees  also  were  planted  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Japanese  Agar-agar 

The  average  annual  production  of  agar-agar  for  the  past 
ten  years  has  been  approximately  3,000.000  lb.,  but  that  for 
the  1922-3  season  is  estimated  at  only  2,400.000  lb.  Due  to 
bad  weather  conditions  last  February,  a  considerable  quan- 
tity was  discoloured  and  had  to  be  sold  as  No.  3  quality. 
While  in  all  cases  the  chemical  composition  is  practically 
the  same,  the  qualities  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  are  regulated  by 
the  colour.  The  Japanese  production  takes  two  forms, 
shredded  and  block,  the  former  known  as  "  hoso  kanten,' 
and  the  latter  as  "  kaku  kanten."  Home  consumption 
requires  about  25  per  cent,  of  normal  production,  whilst 
usually  about  60  per  cent,  is  ear-marked  for  China  and  the 
Malay  States,  where  it  is  largely  used  us  a  foodstuff.  The 
balance  is  exported  to  Great  Britain  and  the  Continent.  As 
last  year's  European  and  American  shipments  to  the  end 
of  April  amounted  to  1,600.000  lb.  a  decided  shortage  from 
Japan,  as  a  source  of  supply,  may  be  anticipated.  Against 
this,  however,  considerable  quantities  of  the  seaweed  from 
which  agar-agar  is  procured  have  been  found  on  the  coast  of 
Lower  California,  Mexico,  the  bulk  of  which  have  been 
shipped  to  the  United  States,  where  it  will  be  processed. 
The  Mexican  Government  has  issued  permits  to  one 
American  and  one  Japanese  firm  to  collect  and  export  the 
weed.  It  is  maintained  that  the  weed  produces  a  par- 
ticularly clear,  nearly  tasteless  gelatin  suitable  for 
pharmaceutical  and  food  uses. 

Barbados  Aloes 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Barbados  Agricultural  Society, 
Mr.  Bourne,  Acting  Director  of  Agriculture,  stated  that 
he  believed  it  would  be  profitable  to  grow  aloes  again  in 
that  island.  In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Bourne,  there  are 
about  3,000  acres  of  waste  land  along  the  coast  suitable 


lor  the  growth  of  the  plant.  Aloes  was  raised  in  Bar- 
bados for  commercial  purposes  as  far  back  as  1657,  and 
the  industry  was  kept  up  until  the  early  part  of  the 
present  century.  It  was  abandoned  then,  because  Curacao 
and  other  Dutch  Islands  had  begun  growing  aloes,  which 
resulted  in  over-production  and  a  consequent  drop  in 
price.  The  aloe  plant  grows  to  an  average  height  of 
2  ft.,  with  a  number  of  leaves  which  are  about  4  in. 
bioad,  three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick,  and  18  in.  long. 
The  commercial  value  of  the  aloes  lies  in  the  juice  con- 
tained in  these  leaves.  ~The  leaves  are  ripe  for  cutting 
at  the  end  of  the  first  year  and  bear  every  year  for 
six  years,  after  which  the  yield  falls  off.  The  average 
yield  for  full-grown  plants  is  about  500  lb.  per  acre. 
When  the  plant  begins  to  bloom,  which  is  in  February 
and  March,  the  leaves  are  cut  off  and  the  juice  is  collected 
in  gourds,  boiled,  and  allowed  to  cool.  Aloes  is  planted 
in  rows  about  2  ft.  apart,  the  distance  between  each 
plant  being  one  foot.  All  that  is  required  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  aloes  is  to  manure  the  soil  well  before  planting 
and  then  to  keep  the  land  weeded. 

Higher  German  Import  Duties 

The  German  Government  recently  decided  to  raise  the  rate 
of  duty  established  in  the  customs  tariff  for  a  number  of 
articles,  and  in  an  explanatory  note  the  Minister  of  Finance 
i'  at  pains  to  explain  that  this  step  is  not  actuated  by  any 
desire  to  introduce  an  increased  degree  of  protection,  but 
is  dictated  solely  by  the  financial  necessities  of  the  moment. 
The  increases  range  from  33g  to  100  per  cent. ;  however,  no 
chemical  products  are  affected  by  this  measure.  On  the 
other  hand,  increases  have  been  made  in  the  duty  levied  on 
certain  spices  included  in  tariff  No.  67,  as  follows:  —

If  imported  ground,  the  rate  is  increased  by  50  per  cent. 
Spices  imported  for  the  manufacture  of  essential  oils,  also 
nutmegs  for  the  manufacture  of  expressed  oil  of  mace,  are 
admitted  duty  free.  The  new  rates  have  been  enforced 
from  October  25. 

Spanish  Mercury 

Statistics  showing  sales  of  mercury  and  stocks  on  hand

The  Consejo  de  Administracion  in  meeting  on  August  7 
fixed  the  price  of  the  metal  at  297  pesetas  per  flask  at 
mine  warehouse,  with  34  per  cent,  discount  for  cash'* 
Buyers  of  1,000  or  more  flasks  are  to  be  conceded  an  addi- 
ticnal  6  per  cent,  discount,  which  is  also  to  be  granted 
Spanish  buyers  who  use  mercury  in  their  industry,  provided 
they  have  paid  their  corresponding  industrial  or  commercial 
tax  and  do  not  export  the  metal.  One  peseta  per  flask  is 
charged  for  delivery  on  board  cars  at  Almaden.  It  will 
be  noted  that  the  prices  have  fallen  considerably  since  the 
end  of  June,  when  mercury  was  selling  at  340  pesetas  per 
flask.  

Chenopodium  oil. — In  consequence  of  a  number  of 
deaths  among  children  having  recently  occurred  following 
the  administration  of  American  wormseed  oil  in  excessive 
doses,  the  German  Board  of  Health  recently  warned  the 
public  against  the  use  of  this  oil  as  an  anthelmintic, 
except  on  medical  advice.  In  view  of  the  danger  to 
health  resulting  from  the  uncontrolled  use  of  this  drug, 
the  government  have  now  issued  a  decree  forbidding  its 
sale,  and  that  of  preparations  containing  the  same,  except 
on  a  medical  man's  prescription.  At  the  same  time,  the 
same  restriction  has  been  extended  to  the  sale  of  poppy 
heads.

More  Restrictions 

Sir, — The  following  may  interest  chemists  in  working- 
class  districts  and  possibly  high-class  disjiensing  chemists. 
In  August,  due  to  many  of  my  customers  inquiring  for 
smaller  quantities  of  Kruschen  salts  than  the  Is.  9d. 
bottle,  I  began  to  "  break  bulk  " — retailing  at  5d.  per  oz. 
Note  the  results.  Last  May  I  bought  a  gross  of 
Kruschen,  and  by  end  of  August  had  sold  twenty-eight 
bottles  only.  Since  introducing  the  1  oz.  packets  I  am 
now  well  into  the  third  gross.  At  5d.  per  oz.  the 
price  per  bottle  works  out  approximately  Is.  lOjd.,  so 
there  is  no  question  of  "  cutting."  Incidentally,  I  make 
use  of  the  empty  bottles,  thereby  showing  ,  an  increased 
profit  on  Kruschen  of  42s.  per  gross.  In  August  I  com- 
menced "  breaking  bulk  "  of  Kruschen.  In  October  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  introduced  a  regu- 
lation to  prevent  "  breaking  bulk  "  of  this  article.  In 
November  I  received  a  letter  from  the  P.A.T.A.  demand- 
ing that  I  stop  the  practice.  I  have  always  understood 
the  P.A.T.A.  existed  in  order  to  fix  "  minimum  " 
prices.  In  this  their  latest  move  they  have  evidently 
taken  upon  themselves  to  make  the  "  minimum  "  price 
the  "  maximum."  This  is,  in  my  opinion,  trade  restric- 
tion and  nothing  less.  It  means  that  the  high-class 
dispensing  chemist  can  "  break  bulk  "  with  impunity, 
whereas  the  chemist  in  a  working-class  district  can  have 
no,  such  facilities.  The  working  man  is  entitled  to  his 
1  oz.  of  Kruschen  just  as  much  as  the  people  with  money 
are  to  their  1  oz.  of  Fellow's  syrup,  and  all  other  such 
proprietaries.  The  principle  of  restricting  one  and  not 
another  is  wrong.  Beecham's  pills,  De  Witt's  pills,  etc., 
are,  in  my  opinion,  affected.  So  if  restrictions  are  to 
be  applied  to  Kruschen,  then  apply  them  to  the  lot. 
"  Breaking  bulk  "  is  an  old-established  practice,  and 
where  there  has  been  abuse,  the  makers  of  the  pro- 
prietary have  soon  put  a  stop  to  it.  As  a  member  of 
the  West  London  Association,  I  should  appreciate  the 
opinion  of  that  body,  whether  they  uphold  or  condemn 
the  action  of  the  P.A.T.A.  in  this  case.

First-Aid  in  Cyanide  Poisoning 

Sir, — It  is  remarkable  what  can  sometimes  be  done  by 
first-aid.  I  was  at  one  time  carrying  on  business  in  a 
village  two  miles  from  any  doctor,  quite  alone,  and  what 
is  often  termed  single-handed.  A  youth  came  into  the 
shop  with  a  few  pellets  of  a  white  granular  or  milky  sort. 
"Did  I  know  what  they  were  ?  Yes,  they  smelt  and  tasted 
of  bitter  almonds.  Well,  his  father  had  just  taken  a 
draught  of  them  in  a  fit  of  drink.  "  Well,"  said  I,  "  run 
to  the  nearest  doctor,  and  I  will  go  to  your  house  and  do 
what  I  can."  He  went  and  called  on  two  and  sent  them 
on,  but  they  did  not  arrive  for  over  an  hour.  In  the 
meantime  I  rushed  to  the  house,  taking  with  me  a  bottle 
oi  pulv.  ipecac,  simp.  (20  gr.  emetic  dose)  and  one  of 
zinc,  sulph.  (15  gr.  emetic  dose).  But  first  I  administered 
a  full  emetic  dose  of  powdered  mustard,  which  had  a  good 
effect.  I  then  continued  this  by  the  simple  ipecac,  and 
»ided  this  with  tickling  the  fauces  with  a  big  feather.  I 


knew  that  cold  affusion  with  water  had  sometimes  re- 
stcced  a  dog  poisonsd  w  th  hydrocyanic  acid,  and  got  the 
man  to  a  pump  which  stood  very  inviting  in  the  farmyard 
and  his  sons  pumped  on  him  till  he  was  certainly  sobered. 
When  the  doctors  arrived  they  gave  plenty  of  hot  coffee  to 
drink  and  brandy.  We  continued  this  process  for  a  full 
hour,  during  which  hour  one  of  the  doctors  said  it  was  no 
use  and  the  man  was  sinking.  One  of  the  medicos  asked 
me  to  go  to  my  shop  for  carbonate  of  iron — which  I  did, 
but  told  him  that  was  an  antidote  for  arsenic.  "  Ah,  yes,'" 
said  he.  We  brought  the  old  man  round,  and  I  was  very 
gratefully  presented  with  a  fee  of  3s.  6d.,  which  I  at  once 
spent  on  Murrell  on  "  Poisons,"  a  little  book  which  was 
recommended  by  the  V.  &  D.,  and  is  recommended  (if  it 
is  yet  published)  by  me.

Special  men  wanted  for  a  line  of  steamers  to  supply 
the  various  Corps  at  work. 
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War  Loan  was  burnt  in  market  places  (1915)  until  stopped 
by  the  Bank  of  England.  Many  men  to-day  are  lending 
fiee.  The  Treasury  have  a  special  receipt  for  it  !  I've 
had  it.  And  one  man  in  the  Tory  party  gave  £150,009 
outright.  So  that  it  not  only  could  be  done,  but  is  being 
done  by  a  few.  It  would  neither  destroy  capital  nor 
frighten  it  away  abroad.  Heaps  of  us  are  lending  to 
banks  to-day  at  1£  per  cent.  We  are  merely  taxing  our- 
selves to  pay  ourselves  5  per  cent.  To  lend  free  would 
pay  all  of  us  in  lowered  taxes.  Yet  we  spend  £50,000 
yearly  on  general  elections,  and,  as  Mr.  Lattimer  says, 
neither  party  tackles  the  canker.  Kipling  quotes  Horace 
oc  2,000  years  ago  :  "  Democracy  a  failure  in  every  time 
and  every  clime."  ....  The  political  fervour  gets  less 
as  the  Old  Guard  die  off.  Business  will  have  to  replace 
bookmen,  but  just  this  once  the  old  tap  of  ideals  is  being 
turned  full  on.  Next  election  (say  1924)  certain  very 
bard  facts  will  have  to  be  faced — .e.g.,  past  thirty  years 
our  imports  have  exceeded  exports  by  £150,000,000,  being 
balanced  by  £150,000,000  interest  received  by~  us  from 
abroad.  Last  four  years  we  .have  paid  out  £100,000,000  in 
doles.  This  year  the  first  payment  of  £50,000,000  in  gold 
goes  to  U.S.A.  (at  Christmas).  So  that  we  have  ear- 
marked our  foreign  interest.  Our  home  lessons  in 
economics  are  going  to  begin.

Insurance  Dispensing 

Sra, — The  correspondence  which  you  publish  this  week 
on  Insurance  dispensing  is  the  most  interesting  I  have 
read  for  a  long  time.  And  it  shows,  moreover,  that  there 
are  still  some  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  whose  whole 
mentality  and  soul  has  not  been  seared  in  the  pursuit  of 
gain  by  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  But  one  marvels  that 
the  things  which  are  occurring,  and  of  which  your  cor- 
respondents' complain,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  doctors,  were  not  foreseen  when  the  Insurance 
Act  was  framed  and  passed.  Not  so  much  by  pharma- 
cists, for  they,  laying  no  special  claims  to  the  qualities  of 
statesmanship,  are  not.  expected  to  see  very  far  into  the 
future.  But  the  very  first  quality  of  a  statesman  is  long 
sight  ;  and  it  is  unpardonable  that  one  who  has  held  and 
aspires  to  the  most  powerful  office  in  the  state  should  not 
have  foreseen  the  class  of  man  that  would  be  attracted 
into  the  medical  profession  by  his  scheme,  nor  the  conduct 
that  was  naturally  to  be  expected  of  those  who  could  be 
purchased  by  the  floating  sixpence.  I  am  in  hearty  agree- 
ment with  "  Nil  Desperandum  "  when  he  says  he  would 
b*5.  pleased  to  see  the  Act  scrapped.  I  remember  at  the 
time  it  was  passed  an  old  Irish  doctor  to  whom  the  name 
Insurance  Act  was  as  a  red  rag  to  a  bull.  He  declared 
h.3  would  never  go  on  the  panel;  and  he  kept  his  word. 
Another  doctor  in  the  same  locality  refused  at  first  ;  but 
after  a  few  weeks  it  was  whispered  about  that  he  had 
accepted  the  floating  sixpence.  One  respected  the  two 
men  according  to  their  conduct.  There  is  a  doctor  in  this 
neighbourhood  who  isn't  above  dispensing  other  doctors' 
pi  escriptions  if  the  opportunity  occurs.  One  wonders  what 
the  B.M.A.  would  say.  A  Mussolini  may  be  a  good  thing 
i:  circumstances  so  require.  But  they  must  be  pretty 
desperate  when  such  drastic  remedies  are  called  for.  Extra- 
ordinary men  are  only  produced  at  extraordinary  times. 
Or  perhaps  I  should  be  nearer  the  truth  in  saying  that 
ordinary  men  only  appear  extraordinary  when  their  sur- 
roundings are  below  the  ordinary.  Gulliver  was  not  a 
giant  except  in  Lilliput.  Mussolini,  like  Caesar  of  old, 
appeared  as  the  collective  soul  of  a  people  who  had  lost 
their  individuality.  A  head  implies  a  tail.  A  leader 
implies  followers  on  whose  part  a  certain  sacrifice  of  indi- 
vidual and  independent  thought  and  action  is  called  for. 
And  if  we  would  retain  our  individual  souls  we  should 
do  well  to  decide  each  one  for  himself,  and  act  on  our 
decision  independently  of  our  neighbours  and  of  any  organ- 
isation whatsoever.

Sir, — If  the  dispensing  tests  which  you  published  in 
the  C.  ifc  D.,  November  24,  p.  726,  were  taken  as  the 
basis  of  time  on  which  to  formulate  the  fees,  it  is,  I 
think,  easy  to  show  that  it  is  hopelessly  inadequate.  In 
the   first  place,    as   you   observe,   the   dispensers  were 


experts.  Also,  the  tests  were  carried  out  in  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  dispensary,  where  there  would  be 
entire  seclusion,  complete  absence  of  the  noise  and  bustle 
of  a  busy  pharmacy,  and  freedom  from  interruption  by 
other  assistants.  Then,  again,  although  it  is  stated 
that  labelling  was  part  of  the  test,  there  is  not  a  word 
about  counter  service;  this  f.£quently  takes  a  longer 
time  than  the  actual  dispensing.  It  would  also  have 
been  only  fair  to  have  included  an  ambiguous  prescription, 
so  that  the  dispenser  had  to  refer  to  the  doctor,  and 
perhaps  go  to  see  him  about  it;  one  should  also  have 
been  included  for  a  proprietary  drug  without  the  maker's 
name,  and  the  time  involved  in  finding  the  source  of 
supply  and  telephoning  for  it  noted.  No  note  was 
apparently  taken  of  the  time  occupied  daily  in  filling 
up  dispensing  bottles,  sorting,  stamping  and  filing  scripts 
and  cleaning  utensils.

Invoices,  Statements  and  Cheques 

Sir, — With  reference  to  Mr.  J.  S.  Snell's  letter  in 
your  issue  of  December  1  (p.  773,),  perhaps  the  following 
hints  may  be  of  use.  I  keep  an  invoice-book,  the  C.  Jb  D. 
Diary  of  the  current  year,  each  page  of  which  I  divide 
into  halves  by  a  double  red  line.  Each  half  is  again 
divided  into  spaces  for  date  and  money  column,  with 
space  in  the  middle.  Each  supplier  has  one  or  more 
pages  allotted  to  him.  Immediately  I  receive  an  invoice, 
I  enter  amount  and  date  in  proper  page.  Should  there 
be  an  error,  I  advise  supplier  by  return,  and  when  debit 
or  credit  note  is  to  hand  it  is  at  once  entered  as  above. 
When  statement  arrives,  I  check  each  item  from  invoice- 
book  and  forward  statement  with  cheque.  When  invoice 
comes  before  goods  have  arrived  (and  I  have  some  goods 
invoiced  since  June  last  which  are  not  yet  to  hand)  I 
enter  amount  as  usual,  put  invoice  in  a  clip  with  others, 
and  at  end  of  month  deduct  amount  from  cheque.  When 
goods  have  arrived,  been  found  correct  and  invoice 
correct  I  transfer  the  invoice  to  an  Amberg  transfer 
case  under  initial  letter  of  firm.  I  never  send  invoices 
with  statement,  and  though  I  run  a  one-man  show,  I 
have  never  had  any  trouble  with  my  wholesale  accounts. 
I  would  add  that  where  special  terms  a"^  applicable 
I  put  a  note  of  this  opposite  item.

Legal  Queries 

Ypres  (26/11). — It  is  practically  impossible  now  for  an 
Englishman  to  obtain  the  French  pharmaceutical  quali- 
fication which  would  allow  him  to  carry  on  business  in 
France. 

T .  B.  (14/11). — Plumbi  acetas  is  not  a  scheduled  poison 
and  can  be  sold  in  a  hair  restorer  without  the  necessity 
of  labelling  the  preparation  "  poison."  Oxalic  acid  can  be 
sold  to  anyone  by  wholesalers  so  long  as  the  conditions 
of  sale  are  observed  as  given  in  the  C .  <£•  D.  Diary. 

E.  11,  (23/11). — There  are  no  restrictions  in  wholesale 
dealing  with  disinfectants  containing  15  per  cent,  of 
tar  acids,  but  there  are  in  retailing,  and  the  question 
arises  whether  it  is  politic  to  supply  retailers  who,  if 
they  sell  agiin,  would  render  themselves  liable  to  penalties 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

N.  M.  (25/11).— Tr.  jaborandi  is  a  statutory  poison 
because  of  its  inclusion  in  the  Poisons  Schedule  of  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  19C8.  The  new  labelling 
provisions  are  to  be  made  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
and  Poisons  (Amendment)  Act,  1923,  but  owing  to 
the  political  situation  the  Order  in  Council  cannot  yet 
be  laid  before  the  House  of  Commons.  The  Order  would 
probably  allow  of  time  for  getting  printed  the  many 
labels  that  will  be  needed  by  chemists. 

A.  L.  D.  (26/11).— (1)  The  processes  of  obtaining  a 
patent  or  of  registering  a  trade-mark  are  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.  Diary.  If  there  is  any  point  upon  which  you 
require  further  advice  we  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  6tate 
it'.  (2)  The  present  requirement  under  the  Pharmacy  Act- 
as  to  labelling  proprietary  is  that  the  word  "  poison  *' 
must  appear  on  the  label  of  a  preparation  containing  a 
scheduled  poison,  but,  as  you  will  have  gathered  from 
recent  issues  of  the  C. '  &  D.,  a  change  will  shortly  be 
introduced  by  Order  in  Council. 

C.  J.  E.  (1/12),  whose  salary  is  £3  5s.  per  week,  asks 
what  contributions  are  payable  in  respect  of  him  for 
Health  and  Unemployment  Insurance.  Are  separate  cards 
required  in  each  case  by  "  C.  J.  E."  and  his  employer? 
[One  card  only  is  required  for  each  class  of  insurance. 
The  cards  must  be  stamped  each  week  by  the  employer, 
who  affixes  a  lOd.  stamp  on  the  Health  card  and  a 
Is.  7d.  stamp  on  the  Unemployment  card.  "  C.  J.  E.'s  " 
shares  of  the  contributions  are  5d.  for  Health  and  9d.  for 
Unemployment  Insurance,  which  amounts  his  employer 
may  deduct  from  his  wages.] 

J.  C.  (26/11). — The  glycerin  elixir  label  you  send 
would  not  render  the  article  to  which  it  was  affixed  liable 
to  medicine-stamp  duty.  The  statement  that  it  "con- 
tains no  poison  "  would  not  be  correct  if  it  is  made 
according  to  the  formula  you  send.  When  the  Order  in 
Council  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1923,  Is  in  force,  the  proportion  which  the 


chlorodyne,  tr.  hyoscyami,  vin.  ipecac,  and  aq.  chlorof. 
bear  to  the  other  ingredients  will  probably  have  to  be 
declared,  but  the  exact  position  cannot  yet  be  stated. 

Senex  (30/11). — There  is  no  provision  in  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts  or  Regulations  as  to  what  takes  place 
regarding  "  dangerous  "  drugs  on  the  sale  of  a  chemist's 
business.  There  need  be  no  complication  if  the  transfer 
is  bond-fide  to  another  chemist,  who  becomes  an  authorised 
person  so  soon  as  he  enters  into  possession.  The  books, 
prescriptions,  and  orders  preserved  under  the  Acts  and 
Regulations  should,  to  safeguard  -the  purchaser,  be  duly 
signed  up  to  the  date  when  the  transfer  is  complete  by 
the  vendor.  It  is  necessary  for  the  purchaser  to  safe- 
guard himself  to  this  extent  in  view  of  the  far-reaching 
powers  of  the  Home  Office. 

Photo  (24/11)  recently  started  business  upon  premises 
of  which,  he  was  sub-tenant.  The  father  of  the  young 
lady  to  whom  "  Photo  "  was  engaged  provided  him  with 
a  few  second-hand  fittings.  "  Photo  "  offered  to  pay 
for  the  fittings,  but  was  told  that  they  were  a  present. 
Later  "  Photo  "  had  to  give  up  possession  of  the  premises 
after  the  landlord  had  given  notice  to  quit,  but  after 
a-  month  was  again  accepted  as  a  tenant.  Duiirig  the 
month  "  Photo  "  had  to  pay  £2  a  week  for  the  storage 
of  the  fittings  and  a  further  £2  at  the  end  of  the 
period  to  have  them  repaired.  He  has  now  refixed  the 
fittings.  He  is  no  longer  engaged  to  the  young  lady, 
and  her  father  requires  "  Photo  "  to  return  the  fittings 
or  pay  £50  for  them.  What  should  he  do?  [Unless 
"  Photo  "  can  produce  strong  evidence  that  the  fittings 
were  an  unconditional  gift  he  must  comply  with  the 
demand.  The  Court  would,  we  consider,  presume  that 
the  fittings  were  merely  lent  to  "  Photo,"  or,  at  the 
most,  given  to  him  upon  the  understanding  that  he 
would  marry  the  young  lady.] 

T.  W.  S.  (28/11).— (1)  The  sale  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs 
by  a  retailer  on  a  doctor's  signed  order  should  be  entered 
in  the  poisons  book  with  the  words  "Signed  order"  in 
place  of  signature,  and  a  cross  reference  placed  in  the 
appropriate  part  of  the  dangerous  drugs  register.  A 
wholesaler  selling  "  dangerous  "  drugs  must  have  a  licence 
from  the  Home  Office  and  enter  such,  sales  in  his 
dangerous  drugs  register  in  a  similar  manner.  Records 
in  the  account  books  are  not  valid  for  this  purpose. 
(2)  The  sale  of  Part  1  poisons  to  the  same  class  of 
persons  by  a  retailer  requires  an  entry  in  the  poisons 
book  only,  with  the  words  "  Signed  order  "  in  place 
of  the  signature.  If  ordered  by  telephone,  the  written 
order  must  be  received  by  you  within  twenty-four  hours 
or  the  doctor  must  sign  the  poisons  book.  The  goods 
cannot  be  supplied  without  entry  in  the  poisons  book. 
There  seems  no  great  objection  to  sending  the  poisons 
book  to  the  doctor  to  sign  it,  but  in  any  case  it  must 
be  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose — a  poisons  book.  Whole- 
salers must  also  comply  with  these  conditions. 

P.  P  (13/10). — 'Vinegar  standaeds.— Referring  to  the 
reply  we  gave  you  (C.  <b  D.,  November  10,  p.  669),  a 
correspondent  reminds  us  that  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  1912  made  the  following  recommendations  for 
standards  ■ — 

General  Standard  for  Vinegar. — Vinegar  is  a  liquid  de- 
rived wholly  from  alcoholic  and  acetous  fermentations ;  it 
shall  contain  not  less  than  4  grama  of  acetic  acid 
(CH3COOH)  in  10  cc.  of  vinegar ;  it  shall  not  contain 
arsenic  in  amounts  exceeding  0.0143  rag.  per  100  cc.  of 
vinegar  nor  any  sulphuric  or  other  mineral  acid,  lead  or 
copper  ;  nor  shall  it  contain  any  foreign  substance  or  colour- 
ing matter  except  caramel. 

Malt  vinegar  is  derived  wholly  from  malted  barley  or 
wholly  from  cereals,  the  starch  of  which  has  been  sacchari- 
fied by  the  diastase  of  malt. 

Artificial  vinegar  is  any  vinegar  or  substitute  for  vinegar 
containing  or  derived  from  any  preparation  containing  any 
added  acetic  acid  which  is  not  wholly  the  pi'oduct  of 
alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous  fermentation.  It  shall 
contain  not  less  than  4  grams  of  acetic  acid  (CH3COOH)  in 
100  cc.  of  the  artificial  vinegar.  It  shall  not  contain  arsenio 
in  amounts  exceeding  0.0143  m.g.  per  100  cc.  of  artificial 
yihegar  nor  any  sulphuric  or  other  mineral  acid,  lead  or 
copper;  nor  shall  it  contain  any  foreign  substance  or  colour^ 
inc  matter  except  caramel. 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

A.  W.  (15/11).— We  are  unable  to  furnish  a  formula 
for  essence- of  coltsfoot  and  horehounoL 

A.  S.  (6/11). — Stack-dressing  paste. — Formerly  phos- 
phorus paste  was  recommended  for  dressing  stacks  to 
keep  down  mice,  but  as  it  has  been  stated  that  there 
is  danger  of  fire  from  the  use  of  the  paste  the  practice 
now  is  to  employ  barium  paste.  This  is  made  by  mixing 
one  part  of  barium  carbonate  with  eight  parts  of  oatmeal 
into  a  paste  with  glycerin  and  water  (equal  parts). 
Portions  of  the  paste  are  placed  on  pieces  of  brown 
paper  and  made  into  cartridge  form  for  insertion  at  the 
base  of  the  stack.  As  the  object  is  to  attract  the  mice 
from  the  equally  edible  corn,  it  is  advisable  to  add  a 
few  drops  of  anise  oil,  which,  it  is  stated,  has  an 
attraction  for  mice. 

Mortar  (5/11). — The  bronze  mortar  of  which  you  enclose 
an  excellent  photograph  is  typical  of  the  Charles  II 


period  (1649-1685),  and  undoubtedly  of  English  origin. 
The  writer  possesses  one  with  similar  characteristics- 
size,  shape  and  decoration — but  the  medallions  are  the 
emblems  then  popular — viz.,  oak  apple,  Irish  harp, 
fleur  de  lys,  crowned  rose,  etc.  The  value  of  the 
mortar  varies,  but  £4  is  about  the  price  that  would  be 
asked  for  it  in  a  dealer's  shop.  It  may  be  of  interest  to 
recall  that  twenty-six  mortars,  many  fine  dated  specimens, 
were  sold  in  a  London  sale  room  on  October  1  for  less  than 
£100. 

Lead  (3/12). — Cleaning  rifle-barrels. — The  best 
method  of  removing  deposit  of  metal  from  the  rifling 
of  gun  barrels  is  by  ammonium  persulphate.  This  is 
used  with  a  small  proportion  of  ammonium  carbonate, 
and  is  sold  in  tablets.  Two  1-gr.  tablets  of  such  a 
mix-ture  are  crushed  and  dissolved  in  40  c.c.  of  a  mixture 
of  liquid  ammonia  and  water,  and  the  liquid  is  placed 
in  the  barrel  and  shaken.  This  is  stated  not  to  affect 
the  steel  of  the  barrel. 

Phenacetin  (20/11). — Waterproofing  discs  for  bulk 
bottles. — There  is  nothing  so  effectual  or  suitable  for 
•waterproofing  cardboard  discs  for  use  as  milk-bottle 
closures  as  melted  hard  paraffin.  Varnish  applied  after 
sizing  is  not  so  satisfactory,  and  would  not  be  cheaper 
than  paraffin. 


W.  J.  W.  (16/11). — Emp.  oxycroceum  was  last  official 
in  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia,  1744.  The  formula  is 
as  follows  : — 

Yellow  wax     lb   j . 

Black  pitch  lb.  ss. 

Galbanum    lb.  ss. 

Venice  turpentine  "1 

Myrrh   fof  each  jiij. 

Olibanum   ' 

Saffron  .'  3ij 

Melt  and  mix  together. 

Erica  (1/12). — Barium  depilatory. — There  is  no 
method  of  preventing  the  decomposition  of  barium 
sulphide  on  contact  with  air  and  consequent  development 
of  sulphuretted  hydrogen.  The  same  difficulty  is  found 
with  calcium  sulphide,  which  is  also  much  employed  as  a 
depilatory.  Sodium  sulphide  is  in  the  same  circumstances 
free  from  smell,  but  has  such  a  pronounced  action  on 
the  skin  that  its  use  is  counterindicated. 

G.  L.  (17/11). — Printers'  rollers. — The  following  are 
typical  formulas  of  the  two  kinds  of  composition  for 
printers'  rollers  : — 

Treacle  Boilers 

Glue   9  parts 

Treacle   14  parts 

Paris  white   •      ...    1  part 

The  glue  is  soaked  in  water  for  twenty  minutes,  then 
taken  out  and  covered  with  a  printer's  blanket  all  night 
before  being  melted  with  the  other  ingredients. 

Glycerin  Boilers 

Glue   2  parts 

Sugar    ...  10  parts 

Glycerin   ...  12  parts 

Melt  together.  The  moulds  are  greased  with  sperm  oil 
before  pouring  in  the  composition. 

Baitti  (23/11).  — Bauti's  disease  is  characterised-  by  a 
progressive  enlargement  of  the  spleen  during  six  or  seven 
years,-  accompanied  by  amentia.  After  that  digestive 
troubles  and  diarrhcea  are  prominent  symptoms,  and 
finally  the  antenna  becomes  accentuated  and  there  i.s 
cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  ascites  and  sometimes  jaundice. 
The  pathology  of  the.  disease  is  not  understood,  but  in 
the  treatment  it  is  found  that  the  removal  of  the  spleen 
effects  a  complete  cure ;  but  surgical  intervention  must 
not  be  delayed  to  the  last  stage  of  the  disease.

Celestial  Chemistry 

(From  a  Paper  by  M.  Jahssen,  Paris.) 

Now,  in  a  few  words  let  me  tell  you  what  has  actually 
been  discovered.  Telescopic  examination  had  already  taught 
us  that  the  sun  consisted  of  a  centre  relatively  obscure,  and 
of  an  excessively  luminous  envelope,  which  gave  it  its  bril- 
liant aspect.  But  the  spectroscope  has  shown  us  that  around 
this  bed  of  light  there  is,  first,  an  incandescent  atmosphere 
of  hydrogen  subject  to  violent  agitations,  and  into  which 
eiuptions  of  metallic  vapours  are  frequently  cast  from  the 
outer  body.  This  atmosphere  again  is  surrounded  with 
another  envelope,  also  of  hydrogen,  extending  an  enormous 
distance;  and  it  is  this  last  chiefly  which  produces  that 
splendid  corona  visible  during  total  eclipses.  But  the  most 
extraordinary  objects  which  these  investigations  have 
re\ealed  have  been  those  jets  of  hydrogen,  which,  departing 
from  the  centre,  have  burst  through  the  photosphere  and 
the  atmospheres  to  heights  of  ten,  twenty,  and  thirty 
thousand  leagues,  sometimes  with  a  rapidity  which  confuses 
the  imagination.  I  have  myself  seen  these  transformations 
acting  in  less  time  than  it  has  taken  me  to  describe  them. 
Alt  astronomers  who  have  observed  these  phenomena  have 
boen  struck  with  their  analogy  to  our  terrestrial  volcanic 
eiuptions.  But  on  what  a  different  scale  !  In  these  solar 
eruptions  our  whole  earth  would  be  only  big  enough  to 
represent  a  stone  !  And  these  vast  phenomena,  which  can  be 
watched  through  an  ordinary  telescope,  can  be  followed 
through  the  spectroscope  as  easily,  and  assuredly  with  less 
danger,  than  an  eruption  of  Vesuvius  or  Etna.
